JEFFERSON CITY - State and 
federal law enforcement officials are 
viewing with concern the growth of farm 
and heavy equipment theft throughout 
Mlsaourl. 
‘‘I don't think anyone in the state 
recognises the problem,” says Capt. C.C. 
Maddox, director of the criminal division 
tor the State Highway Patrol. “We see 
developing in farm and heavy equipment 
theft what was happening in auto theft 20 
years ago.” 
Intelligence officers report losses in 
farm and heavy equipment are reaching 
into the millions of dollars a year. 
Thomas Ley, formerly of the St. Louis 
County auto theft squad, reported that at 
least two heavy equipment thefts in the 
last year have been traced to docks in 
New Orleans where the bulldosers were 
being loaded tor shipment to black 
markets oversees. Ley sees that kind of 


theft major problem 


transaction as indictative of involvement 
by highly organized crime elements. 
The FBI in the last year has broken two 
major farm equipment rings in Arkansas 


which operated across the line into 
Missouri. “We are only scratching the 
surface,” an FBI spokesman said. “We 
are seeing a tremendous growth in this 
field. It is showing every sign of ap­ 
proaching auto theft as a major 
moneymaker - and auto theft is a billion 
dollar business.” 
Law enforcement officials say the 
market for heavy equipment is ripe for 
explotation. 
Sgt. Raymond Dreher, chief of the 
highway patrol’s auto theft section, 
outlines the reasons: 
Farm and heavy equipment carries a 
high price tag. It is not unusual for a 
farm tractor today to cost up to $30,000 or 
more. “It really is not that much more of 
a problem - and in most cases easier - to 
steal that tractor than it is to steal a 
$7,000 car.” 
Farm manufacturers, in particular, 
have not begun to stamp “hidden” iden­ 
tification numbers on their equipment.

Storage at premium

The 19-day strike by longshoremen has 
caused a painful chain reaction for the 
dock worker who will not move the grain 
out, for the grain elevator operator who 
turns trucks away at the door and for the 
Southeast Missouri farmer with no 
storage to spare and an empty pocket. 
Farmers in Southeast Missouri have 
some storage, but the question is whether 
it is enough to maintain the soybean crop 
now being harvested. 
Don Baker of Don M. Baker Enter­ 
prises Inc., who handles farm equipment 
and supplies, said his business this year 
is good, but farmers are asking for too 
much in too short a time. With the prices 
declining late in the season and no place 
for the grain to go, orders were received 
for storage equipment in a two-to-three- 
week period that normally requires a six 
to eight week period for delivery. A lot of 
the orders could not be met, because the 


dealer was not given enough notice, said 
Baker. 
Scott County Milling Co. is full at the 
present time, according to Bill Volner. 
There is no more room for storage. When 
storage room is available, storage prices 
are two-and-one-half cents per bushel a 
month. Selling prices for grain today 
are: Wheat-' 1.90, yellow corn- 1.65, 
soybeans- 4.75 and 4.83 at the river. 
Since it costs approximately $3.39 to 
produce a bushel of wheat, according to 
a study by the Area Farm Management 
Center wheat is making no profit. 
Steve Brown for Bertrand Cotton Co. is 
now storing soybeans and cotton for a 
minimum two cents per bushel a month 
A quoted price by Brown was 4.82 for 
November soybeans. This company has 
a ioan period for the farmer, whereas 
after the storage period the buyer pays 
the cash price, less the storage price for 
this grain.

bushel and will be buying them until June 
1978. Some grain may be taken after the 
first of the year. 
With the grain not being taken out of 
the state and no commercial outlets 
available for storing grain, there is an 
abundant surplus of supply with no de­ 
mand. As a result, the farmer without 
storage will sell his grain crops for the 
low prices to make room for other crops 
and the farmer with storage will pro­ 
bably hold out for the prices to increase 
Either way, there is a disadvantage to 
the farmer. 
However, Kenneth Vowels, 
Scott 
County Agricultural Stabilization Con­ 
servation Service 
County Executive 
Director at Benton, says wheat deficien­ 
cy payments are expected to be made in 
1978, since the national market price did 
not meet the target price of wheat this 
year of 2.47 a bushel. 
The deficiency payment will be paid on 
a maximum 100-acre allotment to a 
farmer, whether he planted wheat this 
year or not, Vowels said. 
Those who planted wheat will receive 
65 cents times their ASC yield on their 
acres allotted for wheat. Those who did 
not plant wheat will receive 22 cents 
times their ASC yield on their acres allot­ 
ted. 
“This is the first time such payments 
will be made to wheat farmers under the 
1973 Farm Act,” Vowels said. 
The ASCS office in Benton has a grain 
bin loan program for farmers with finan-

¡T Developer Bud Collins recently ac- 
Hulred the land from Inter-M inc., which 
■eveloped Greenbrier Estates. Ned Mat­ 
thews, president of Inter-M, had planned 
to develop the north half of the property, 
located from the present subdivision 
north to the tree line, as an extension of 
Greenbrier Estates. 
Collins plans to develop the property 
with 10 lots for multiple family and nine 
acres set ajiide for the Calvary Assembly 
Church of God. 
The multiple family will be limited to 
four-plex units, according to Collins’ at­ 
torney. 
The church reportedly has an option on 
an additional four acres. 
The development plans call for slightly 
smaller homes on smaller lots, setback 
requirements of 29 feet instead of the 50 
feet in Greenbrier and smaller side yard 
requirements. The homes would be In the 


900,000 range. 
An attorney representing the land 
owners In Greenbrier said the people 
built their homes there In the belief that 
the land to the north would be developed 
In a similar manner as their land. 
He said the landowners objected to the . 
church being located on the south side of 
the development, against the north edge 
of the Greenbrier Estates. He suggested 
the church be located against the tree 
line and ditch on the north edge of the 
new development. 
He said the property owners wanted 
the multiple family units removed entire­ 
ly from the development plans. 
He said the rest of the development 
could be left as it Is, although the proper­ 
ty owners were not happy about the 25 
foot setback. 
Commissioners also found a problem. 
Goldbrler Street would dead-end into the 
church site. It is against city ordinance 
now to deadend a street without a cul de 
sac. 
Commissioners said the problem need­ 
ed to be resolved. They indicated that 
they would prefer it if the street was ex­ 
tended north into the subdivision. 
The matter was tabled so the developer 
and his attorney could work out objec­ 
tions to the development. 
The question of conflict of interest was , 
raised by Collins’ attorney, who pointed 
out that at least three of the commis­ 
sioners either live in the area or are 
related to someone who does. 
Commissioner Ron Grojean, who lives 
on Greenbrier street, said he would vote 
on the matter despite the objections. He 
said the city considers those living within 
300 feet of a subdivision as those affected 
by the plans. He said he lives well over 
300 feet away and will follow the 300 foot 
guideline. He said all the commissioners 
know people who live in Greenbrier 
Estates. 
Clearvlew Estates 
A 36-lot second addition to Clearvlew 
Estates was given commission recom­ 


mendation, but only If the developer 
meets street requirements. The subdivi­ 
sion is located north of Salcedo Road and 
west of the Frisco Railroad tracks on 
land recently annexed Into the city. 
The first addition was a nine-lot section 
along the ridge. 
The major problem with the addition Is 
that the streets emptying out onto 
Salcedo Road do not line up with the 
streets In Hunter Acres West. 
Developer Jim Hux said the Jog of 150 
feet or so In the placement of the streets 
was to hold down traffic flow Into the sub­ 
division. 
But City Manager Charles Church 
recommended that North West Street be 
lined up and that Euclid Drtve either be 
lined i'p or the jog extended to 250 feet as 
a safety measure. 
The commission approved the subdivi­ 
sion plot conditional on the relocation of 
the streets. 
Church also Indicated that the question 
of adequate drainage would have to be 
answered before the rest of the subdivi­ 
sion could be approved. The subdivision 
plans are for drainage to be handled by 
curb and gutter only, not by storm sewer. 
Commission Chairman Bob Steames 
said the commission should ask that Hux 
show future zoning on the plat before the 
second addition is approved. Hux 
presented a plat that shows a large area 
being developed, but only asked for ap­ 
proval of the 36 lots. 
Hux said he could not predict how the 
land would be used 10 years in the future. 
Commissioners themselves argued over 
the idea and did not require Hux to 
designate future zoning. 
Stearnes said he was trying to prevent 
a future situation, similar to the one at 
Greenbrier Estates.

An overwhelming majority 
of Americans apparently want 
right-to-work laws, under 
which no one can be forced to 
join a union or organization in 
order to get or keep a job. 
In a recent national survey 
that asked “Do you favor or 
oppose the repeal of the 
federal “Right-To-Work” law, 
also known as 14(b), 91 % said 
they opposed repeal am) 
wanted to keep those laws. On­ 
ly 9% favored repeal and 1% 
was undecided.. 
It is hoped that members of 
Congress and the Senate will 
take this expression seriously, 
and retain those laws. As 
we’ve said many times, any 
organization should recruit its 
members on the basis of its 
worth only, and not by force.

Extremist react to 
prison deaths 
BONN, West Germany (AP) 
— Extremists bombed West 
German targets in Italy and 
marched in cities across 
Europe today to protest the 
deaths of three imprisoned 
German anarchists whose 
freedom was demanded by 
k id n a p e r s and airl ine 
hijackers. 
Meanwhile, West Ger­ 
many’s interior minister said 
the German commandos who 
stormed the hijacked Lufthan­ 
sa airliner in Somalia early 
Tuesday were met with a hail 
of gunfire and exploding 
grenades in a “brutal” battle 
In the midst of 86 hostages 
Bombs exploded today at 
German car showrooms in 
Bologna, Milan, Leghorn and 
Turin and a building housing 
the West German consulate in 
Genoa. Leftists marched in 
Rome, Milan, Genoa. Athens 
and London. In Vienna they 
spraypainted the monument 
ol waltz king Johann Strauss 
with the slogan: 
“ The 
bourgeoisie has had its last 
dance.” 
European leftists expressed 
fear that the West German 
commando raid in Somalia 
that kilted three hijackers and 
freed the 99 hostages, and the 
prison deaths announced 
hours later marked a revival 
of neoN-aziism in West 
Germany. 
“These events prove in a 
tragic way how such climax­ 
ing violence is developing in 
Germany, opening the way for 
neofascism in that country,” 
said a statement by Socialist 
March, a small political party 
in Greece. 
Most newspapers in Europe 
and elsewhere hailed the com­ 
mando raid as an effective 
measure against terrorism. 
West German officials said 
Andreas Baader, Gudrun 
Ensslin and Jan-Cari Raspe 
committed suicide and a 
fourth imprisoned terrorist, 


Irmgard Moeller, tried to kill 
herself at Stuttgart’s max 
imum security Stannheim 
Prison.

Ferrets 
on brink of 
extinction 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Three yean ego e pair of 
black-footed ferrets emerged 
from a prairie dog burrow in 
South Dakota. The small 
weasei-like predators scurried 
acmes the dry earth before 
suddenly disappearing down 
another burrow. 
Since that August 1974 dawn 
patrol, which lasted only a mo­ 
ment, the government has not 
sighted the animal in the wild. 
The black-footed ferret is 
one of North America’s most 
beautiful predators, with deep 
bronze fur, Mack feet and a 
black mask across its eyes 
that gives it a Lone Ranger 
appearance. 
Biologists fear Urn animal is 
becoming extinct. 
“If there are any left, it Is 
questionable,” says the man 
who made the sighting, Con­ 
rad Hillman of the federal 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 
And there are problems with 
the only ferrets held In 
captivity. 
Efforts to breed two pairs of 
the animals at the Patuxent 
Wildlife Research Center in 
nearby Maryland have failed. 
Oe male, suffering from 
what is believed to be terminal 
cancer, is not expected to live 
more than nine months. And 
one of the females is reluctant 
to breed. 
But biologists have not 
given up hope of saving the 
species. 
“We want very much not to 
lose this one,” says Keith 
Schreiner, associate director 
of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 
Schreiner says he thinks 
there are still some ferrets 
roaming the wild. 
“I am convinced that we 
have a small population of 
black-footed ferrets, and pro­ 
bably over a good-sized area,” 
he says. 
Even Hillman, who three 
years ago spotted the animal 
in a small dog colony tucked 
away in South Dakota’s ex­ 
panse of rolling grasslands, is 
“optimistic” some wild fer­ 
rets survive. 
Ferrets are believed to have 
o n c e ranged from southern 
Canada south to Texas and 
New Mexico. But the coming 
of the white man destroyed the 
once-vast prairie dog towns 
where they lived in abandoned 
burrows. 
Now the question is how 
many — if any — ferrets are| 
still around. And if some sur-> 
vive, whether a male and | 
female live sufficiently close 
together to encounter each 
other during the mating 
season. 
Schreiner says the wild 
population may have 
diminished to the point of no 
return. 
Officials are considering ar­ 
tificially inseminating the 
reluctant female in captivity. 
Artificial propagation, design­ 
ed to provide Mack-footed fer­ 
rets for release into the wild, * 
may be the last hope for sav­ 
ing the small predators. 
“If that doesn’t work,” 
Schreiner says, “we may have 
to face the fact we have lost a 
species.” 


LEAA funds 
awarded state 
under waiver 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
release of $1.5 million in 
Missouri federal Law En­ 
forcement Assistance Ad­ 
ministration funds under a 
waiver has been announced by 
Sen. John C. Danforth, R-Mo., 
freeing the anticrime money 
for local projects. 
The waiver means the state 
will receive 95.6 million in 
LEAA grants for the fiscal 
year which began Oct. I and 
will have until Oct. 1, 1976 to 
bring its matching funds into 
conform ity with federal 
guidelines. 
Missouri officials were 
notified Sept. 6 of a prospec­ 
tive cutback because of failure 
to meet the matching-funds 
requirement. The waiver, 
Danforth said Wednesday, 
means the state legislature 
must still address itself to ap­ 
propriating the required funds

obtain information. Their systems lack 
the quick, almost immediate, rotrolval 
available In the sophisticated computer 
systems developed by automobile 
manufacturers as a result of the enor­ 
mous traffic in stolen cars. 
Farm and heavy equipment ignition 
systems ara simple and easy to gain en­ 
try to. A professional thief quickly can 
start and load an Item of heavy equip­ 
ment. 
Owners of farm and heavy equipment 
have lax security. The equipment often 
sits In the open In Isolated areas. 
“It is not unusual to find a farmer who 
carefully locks up his 86,000 ear every 
night,“ says Bon. John Dennis, a former 
sheriff of Scott County. “But he will leave 
sitting by the road In a spot far from his 
house his 880,000 tractor,“ 
In addition, moot farm and heavy 
equipment does not have to meet the 
more stringent registration, licensing 
and title laws requlrsd for automobiles. 
The Missouri Farm Bureau agrees 
farm equipment theft Is becoming a pro­ 
blem of major proportions. In the last 
year, the bureau has started a major 
voluntary equipment identification pro­ 
gram. 
Vince Crane of the bureau says iden­ 
tification categories are asalgned by the 
nationally. Locally, the county sheriff 
hands out individual numbers which are 
stamped into the frame of equipment. 
For the first time, assigned farm 
equipment numbers will be fed this 
month into the national crime informa­ 
tion computer which has direct ties to 
most law enforcement agencies in the 
country. 
Crane concedes that many jurisdic­ 
tions are not yet involved in the program, 
either in Missouri or in the rest of the na­ 
tion. As a result, substantial numbers of 
farm equipment continue to be unmark­ 
ed. 
“It will take several years tor the pro­ 
gram to get underway,“ Crane said. It's 
too new to say what the result will be. 
Crane also will concede that farmers 
may not have “several years" to get 
organised. 
The Farm Bureau has seen the most 
recent reports on the rise of crime to 
outstate Missouri. Crane said those 
statistics are disturbing enough to propel 
the bureau into a major effort his year. 
“At this point, no one has any answers," 
Crane said. “But we know something has 
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to be done." 
The bureau is not yet ready to endorse 
stronger licensing laws. Nor Is it ready to 
support legislation requiring farm 
manufacturers to number more exten­ 
sively their equipment. Nor Is It ready to 
legislation requiring greater documenta­ 
tion, moot of which would have to be kept 
by farm equipment dealers, on the sale of 
equipmentit. 
B s h H 
I currently is some feeling that 
■ these types of proposals would result to 
higher coats tor equipment,“ said Ralph 
Smith, director of legislative affairs for 
the bureau. “Farmers,' naturally, want 
to avoid that, If possible." 
Crane aays the farm equipment theft 
operations seem to bo centered to the 
southeast portion of Missouri, a market 
center tor large farming operations in 
the rich agricultural region of Missouri, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Arkansas. 
“It appears to us that the pattern of 
farm theft is often highly organised," 
Crane said. “It would lead you to con­ 
clude that hit and miss methods to com­ 
bat It will not be enough.“ 
Crane cited his favorite example. Last 
year, federal investigators stopped an 
entire shipload of what was believed to 
be stolen tractors leaving the coast of 
Florida. “They couldn't trace a single 
Item," Crane said. “That kind of exam­ 
ple alone leads you to conclude the pro­ 
blem is serious." 
Smith recalls his days as presiding 
judge of Franklin County, one of 
Missouri’s rural counties which is facing 
a rapid growth to population. 
“We became greatly concerned about 
the increase to rural crime," Smith said. 
Franklin County had a territory of about 
934 square miles. Half its 60,000 popula­ 
tion lived to two major urban areas com­ 
posing about 20 square miles. Smith said 
those two cities had a total of 44 police of­ 
ficers. The Sheriff had 17 deputies for the 
rest. 
“There was no way we could possibly 
afford to hire the number of deputies 
needed to effectively patrol that area," 
said. “What could we do?" 
Smith said that question was not and 
has not been answered.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — 
Ten drugs were present in 
Elvis Presley’s bloodstream 
when he died in August and 
they probably contributed to 
his death, a published report 
said today. 
The Commercial Appeal 
quoted sources as saying Dr. 
Jerry Francisco, Shelby Coun­ 
ty medical examiner, may 
rule multiple drugs as the 
cause of the singer's death. 
Francisco, reached at his of­ 
fice late Tuesday, would not 
confirm the reports but said 
he would probably hold a news 
conference on the autopsy 
Friday. 
Francisco originally ruled 
Presley died of cardiac ar- 
rythmia from unknown 
causes. He said at a press con- 
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ference held nearly six hours 
after the death that there was 
no evidence of drug abuse. 
Among the drugs the 
M>urces said were found in 
Presley’s bloodstream were 
an antihistamine often used to 
control hay fever or allergies; 
codeine, a derivative of opium 
often used to relieve pain and 
found in some cough 
medicines; Demerol, a nar­ 
cotic used as a sedative and 
analgesic, and several 
tranquilizers including 
Valium. 
The sources said the drugs 
were all within prescribed 
levels but the interactions of 
all of them had an effect on the 
singer’s diseased heart, which 
was at least 50 per cent larger 
than normal. 
Francisco and Dr. Eric 
Muirhead, chief of pathology 
at Baptist Hospital, met with 
Vernon Presley, the singer’s 
father and executor of his 
estate, Tuesday afternoon. 
Francisco met with his staff 
that evening to review autopsy 
information prior to deciding 
what cause of death to place 
on the singer’s death 
certificate.

said Baltimoreans might be 
partial to frozen desserts be­ 
cause one of the first ice cream 
factories in America was built 
in the city. 
During the Great Depression, 
snowballs sold for a penny and 
were known as “hard times 
sundaes.” 
Izzy Fudman, the head of 
Sno-Master Manufacturing Co., 
said 4,000 to 5,000 of his ice- 
shaving machines are being 
used in the Baltimore area, 
many of them at sidewalk 
stands. “There’s no other city 
which compares to Baltimore 
(for snowballs),” he said. 
Fudman said his machine, 
which sells best here although 
it’s used as far away as Aus­ 
tralia, made Baltimore the 
snowball capital. 
It also made the snowball 
business very profitable for col­ 
lege 
students, 
housewives, 
small businessmen, enterpris­ 
ing children and other with a 
bit of free time. 
A pint of concentrated flavor 
costs about $1. Mixed with sug­ 
ar and water, it makes seven 
gallons of flavoring, enough for 
840 snowballs. At 15 cents or 
more each, the profits add up. 
The electric ice shaver was 
invented by a Texan, but Balti­ 
morean Dave Davison bought 
the patent and started Sno-Mas­ 
ter. 
“A snowball is nothing but 
fresh ice and a little bit of fla­ 
vor,” Fudman said enthusiasti­ 
cally. “There’s nothing like it. 
It’s really refreshing.” 
Despite complaints about a 
rash of stands in residential 
neighborhoods, Mayor Howard 


W. Jackson defended the ven­ 
dors. “Some of us may be down 
to eating snowballs soon,” he 
said, “and I don’t want to put 
any limitations on the trade.” 
Six years ago, the zoning 
board shut down two stands op­ 
erated by youngsters.

Energy agency plans ways 


for easing gas shortage

JEFFERSON CITY — Two 
new laws are in the works 
which could help alleviate 
Missouri’s suffering if a 
predicted crisis in natural gas 
supplies occurs. 
A study commissioned by 
the five-state Ozarks Regional 
Commission indicates that 
even under the best of con­ 
ditions, Missouri will by 1985 
be getting less than half of its 
natural gas ner is. 
The study recommends 
immediate curtailment of 
natural gas dependence and 
advance planning for short­ 
term crises in supply as top 
priorities for the state. 
In response to the recom­ 
mendations, the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
is drafting bills that would 
make available to private 
industry the state’s tax-free 
bonding capability and define 
the governor’s authority to 
plan for energy emergencies. 
Todd 
Davis, of DNR’s 
energy agency, 
said the 
bonding bill would provide 
incentive for industries to 
meet several of the report’s 
goals for Missouri. 
“We would like to have the 
state issue bonds to support 
fuel-switching for major in­ 
dustries and to demonstrate 
new energy resources. We’d 
like to give them the capital up 
front to do it. A bonding bill for 
the next legislative session is a 
priority for the department.” 
The bill would allow the 
state to issue bonds to finance 
switching from natural gas 
use to coal or other fuels for 
industrial plants. Since the 
bonds would be tax-free, they 
could command a lower in­ 


terest rate for the industry. 
Davis said the department 
also is at work on a bill which 
would give the state definite 
powers in the handling of 
emergencies like the gas 
shortages that hit northern 
industrial states last winter. 
“We know the governor can 
go in after a natural disaster 
and declare a state 
of 
emergency. But the authority 
is somewhat blurred and 
unknown when it comes to 
preventing an emergency 
from happening. 
“With a natural gas shor­ 
tage, you can see it happening 
in advance. We could see the 
shortage working its way 
toward Missouri last winter. ” 
Missouri already is less 
dependent on natural gas than 
its neighbors in the Ozark 
region, the stiidy stated. The 
other four states in the region 
— 
Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Arkansas — all 
produce 
natural 
gas. 
Missouri’s gas production is 
“negligible,” according to the 
report. 
The primary source 
of 
energy for Missouri is coal. 
The study recommends that 
the state concentrate on the 
development of that resource, 
which already produces about 
one third of the state's energy. 
The bonding authority the 
proposed bill would provide 
also could be used to en­ 
courage industry to locate in 
small industrial parks, where 
several factories could share a 
central coal-fueled energy 
source, Davis said. 
The report calls low-energy 
gasification a “promising" 
method of utilizing Missouri’s 
coal reserves. Because local 
coal contains too much sulfur 
to allow clean burning, turn­ 


ing it to gas through a 
chemical process for use by 
plants may be the most 


economical way to put it to 
use, the study concluded. 
Davis noted that two efforts 
already underway in the state 
to plan coal gasification plants 
are not of the type the study 
envisioned. 
The proposed 
plants — in Mid-Missouri and 
the northern Green Hills area 
— would produce both low and 
high-energy gas, using some 
of the gas to produce elec­ 
tricity. 
Davis said the state also 


could issue bonds to promote 
conversion of irrigation and 
crop-drying to solar energy, 
electricity or otner sources of 
power that would not consume 
dwindling natural gas sup- - 
plies. 
In 
response 
to 
other 
recommendations in 
the 
$200,000 energy study, Davis 
said his agency will work to , 
streamline 
the licensing 
process for coal and nuclear - 
power plants.

Rankin claimed he later was 
moved to Howard's residence 
in suburban Mesa, but 
escaped Jan. 3 through an 
unlocked window, said a 
spokesman for the Unification 
Church. 
Howard was unavailable for 
comment. 


The complaint charges the 
defendants with false im­ 
prisonment, assault and bat­ 
tery, invasion of privacy, 
abuse of process and inten­ 
tional infliction of emotional 
distress.

PSC modifies utility 
winter cutoff rule 


JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo. 
(A P ) — In an effort to head off 
threatened court action by 
utilities, the Missouri Public 
Service Commission has 
modified its new regulation 
limiting the instances when 
gas and electric companies 
can disconnect customers dur­ 
ing cold weather. 
The commission adopted the 
regulation change on Thurs­ 
day, according to Stephen 
Jones, because some utilities 
had threatened to stall im­ 
plementation of any such 
restrictions this w inter 
through court action. Jones 
also said the revision of the 
regulation will make the 
socalled cold weather cut-off 
rule more workable. 
The new rule prohibits 
utilities from disconnecting 
any person for failure to pay 
bills from Nov. 15 through 
March 15 without first notify­ 
ing the customer either in per­ 
son or by first class mail that 
he must pay his bill within five 
d a y s or he w i l l be 
disconnected 
The utility must also advise 
persons unable to pay their 
bills of social service or 
charitable agencies that could 
help them and provide such 
persons with a list of those 
organizations. 
In the case of persons over 
62 years old or handicapped 
persons who cannot leave 
their homes without help, the 
utilities must use a intricate 
notification system before ac­ 
tually disconnecting service. 
In those instances, utilities 


must make at least two 
telephone or mail contacts 
with the customer and a social 
agency a wa r e of the 
customer’s situation, advising 
them that the bill has not been 
paid. Before any attempt to 
disconnect service, the utility 
must also try to contact the 
customer in person to see if 
the bill will be paid. 
If the bill is not to be paid or 
reasonable payment ar­ 
rangements made, the utility 
must give the senior citizen or 
handicapped person five days’ 
notice before service is halted. 
Under the old regulation, 
utilities could not disconnect 
service for nonpayment of 
bills on any day when the Na­ 
tional Weather Service 
predicts the termperature to 
be 32 degrees Farenheit or 
lower unless personally con­ 
tacting the customer first. The 
customer must also be given a 
week to pay his bill. 
Utilities have generally op­ 
posed any cold weather rule, 
contending it amounts to un­ 
constitutional confiscation of 
utility service without proper 
payment. They have also 
claimed it would protect 
“ deadbeats” who fail to pay 
their debts. 
But Jones said the com­ 
panies have generally agreed 
with the revised rule, saying 
that it is sufficiently workable. 
The revision will be in effect 
until next February while fur­ 
ther proceedings are held to 
determine whether it should 
become a permanent 
regulation.

Robert J. Ringer, who hit it 
big his last time out with “ Win­ 
ning Through Intimidation,” 
contends in “ Looking Out For 
Number One" that “ man’s pri­ 
mary moral duty lies in the 
pursuit of pleasure so long as 
he does not forcibly interfere 
with the rights of others.” 
He adds, that, “ If you picked 
up this book in the hope that it 
might explain how to get ahead 
in life by trampling on the 
rights of your fellow man, I ’m 
afraid you’ve made a bad 
choice." 
The 
idea expressed 
here 
comes early on in Ringer’s 
lengthy text and is repeated, al­ 
though phrased somewhat dif­ 
ferently, quite often as Ringer 
spins out his ideas on how a 
person can pass through life 


with as little pain and as much 
pleasure as possible. 
Ringer's central idea is mod­ 
erately interesting when first 
read, but when thought about it 
really is rather simplistic. Un­ 
less a person elects to spend 
his life in a locked room all 
alone, the odds against secur­ 
ing pleasure without interfering 
with another’s increase. There 
are just too many people about, 
constantly acting and inter­ 
acting with each other, to avoid 
some mild form of conflict con­ 
stantly. In addition, while there 
is a general definition of pleas­ 
ure that does not mean that all 
people accept it. 
Nonetheless, 
Ringer 
does 
write deftly and he has a good 
sense of wit that helps the 
reader through what would oth­ 
erwise be some rather boring 
pontification. He also has the 
ability to rephrase truisms so 
that they seem a bit fresher.

MIDLOTHIAN, Va. (AP) - 
One day Charles O’Keeffe 
needed to see a man in 
Afghanistan. 
He got aboard a jet airplane 
and rode it as far as it could 
go. Then he got in a little, 
single-engine plane and rode it 
as far as it could go. Then he 
rode a jeep for eight days, for 
as far as the jeep could go. 
Then he took a camel, then a 
yak. He found his man. 
If it’s important, Charles 
O’Keeffe is willing to take a 
little trouble getting there. 
That is why every morning, 
six days a week, sometimes 
seven, he gets in his car and 
drives 110 miles to work. At 
the end of a long day he drives 
110 miles back home. He has 
to be the world champion 
commuter. 
Charles O’Keeffe is a drug 
abuse specialist. He works in 
the White House, for President 
Carter, clearly an important 
job. 
"The drive isn’t really as 
bad as it seems. It’s private 
time, a chance to think things

O’Keeffe said. "I also get all of 


my dictating done. It takes 
about two hours, but it isn’t 
wasted time.” 
No, but it’s still quite a 
grind. 
He lives in this quiet little 
town outside Richmond and 
usually leaves about six or 
seven in the morning after a 
good breakfast and a visit with 
the four kids. 
He takes a cup of coffee 
along with him, stops at the 
7Eleven for another cup and 
goes across the street for gas. 
Gassed up, he pulls onto I- 
95, flips on his CB radio and 
heads north. At Thornburg, 
and again at Dumphries, two 
Virginia towns on the in­ 
terstate, he stops for more 
coffee. 
What Charles O’Keeffe con­ 
tributes to the Carter ad­ 
ministration is significant. He 
is on the staff of Peter Bourne, 
the President’s assistant for 
health issues, and his special­ 
ty is south Asia. 
Charles O’Keeffe is 37. He 
was in the pharmaceutical 
business in Richmond when he 
became interested in drug 
abuse problems. That led him 
to Peter Bourne, who was run­ 
ning a narcotics treatment 


program in Georgia and was a 
close friend and adviser of 
Jimmy Carter. 
Bourne and O’Keeffe went 
into business together in 
Washington, working as con­ 
sultants on international 
aspects of drug detection and 
treatment. 


Both men left that business 
to work fulltime in the Carter 
election campaign. When 
O’Keeffe was asked to join the 
administration he did not 
refuse, but he wasn’t inclined 
to move to Washington. 
“My wife, Ann, has a half 
dozen horses and is involved in 
horse shows and that sort of 
thing. The kids like their 
schools. We just like the area. 
We both grew up here. It 
would be hard to match what 
we have in the Washington 
area. 


"Besides, when I worked in 
Washington before I tiled liv­ 
ing in an apartment and com­ 
ing home on weekends. That’s 
no way to live. I was a 
stranger to my family.” 
So the solution has been to 
hit the road, 220 miles a day. 
At that, it beats riding a yak. 


HONOLULU (AP) - For- 
tyseven yean ago, on the 
stage at Chicago’s Musical 
Trade Convention, a young 
KoreanAmerlcan from 
Hawaii strummed a medley of 
now-forgotten songs and 
became the “Banjo King of 
America.” 
The young island boy quick­ 
ly won international fame, 
touring the world twice in con­ 
cert with Oie Kjerulof Musical 
Revue. Back home in 
America, the “Banjo King” 
performed as a soloist with the 
big orchestras of the day. 
It was during Prohibition, 
vaudeville was at its height, 
and Paul Choy, the “Banjo 
King” played the circuit, flail­ 
ing away at his round- 
bottomed instrument. 
But by 1935, Gray yearned 
for the Islands. Newspapers 
saluted the return of a local- 
boy-madegood, and Paul Choy 
used his fame to open a music 
studio and shop. 
He was skilled on the 
ukulele, mandolin, mandola 
and steel guitar, but concen­ 
trated on teaching the guitar. 
“If I had to depend on the ban­ 
jo for a living, I would have 
starved,” he recalled in a re­ 
cent interview. 
Choy says he had no real in­ 


terest in music when he 
graduated from an electrical 
engineering school in Chicago 
a half-century ago. He worked 
at a radio manufacturing 
plant, returned to Hawaii to a 
lack of jobs and was back on 
the mainland before long — in 
Gary, Ind. 
“I stayed there for 12 years. 
But during that time, I was so 
bored, I began looking for 
something to do,” he 
remembered. “One day, I saw 
a blind man playing a banjo 
and I thought to myself, ’That 
ought to keep me busy.’” 


The 71-year-old Choy claims 
he’s semiretired, but six days 
a week he visits his tiny shop. 
“I love coming down here and 
banging on my instruments,” 
he said. 
The walls are plastered with 
album covers, program 
sheets, photos and other 
mementos of his musical 
career. In the midst of the 
galaxy of past stars is a pic­ 
ture of a young Oriental man 
with slicked-down hair, wlre- 
rim glasses and a three-piece 
suit, banjo in hand. 
The “Banjo King Banjo, 
Guitar and Ukulele Studio and 
Store” is locked most of the 
time. Choy opens the door only 


if he decides the caller is a 
serious customer. 
What’s more, a hand- 
painted sign states em­ 
phatically, “No browsing; No 
friendly visits; We don’t sell 
guitar parts; We are open by 
appointment only.” 
Despite the rather abrupt 
message regarding “friendly 
visits,” Choy isn’t all that 
reluctant to discuss his skill 
with the baqjo. 
“You know, everybody else 
just strums when they play the 
banjo. But I pick, like picking 
the violin. I learned from 50 
different teachers. That’s why 
I have no one style,” he says. 
“But I tell you that I’m good 
and I like to play different 
Songs that no one else would 
try on the banjo.

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Moderation is 
best course 
for joggers

HARTFORD (AP) 
— 
If 
you’re a Jogging buff or about 
to become one, here’s a tip 
from one of your kind — run in 
a remote, secluded area instead 
of traffic-snarled, polluted, ur­ 
ban America. 
“Life is too short to spend 
your recreation swallowing oth­ 
er people’s smoke,” says Dr. 
Edward P. Flanagan, a one­ 
time Boston Marathon runner 
and dispenser of the advice on 
choosing your site. 
“If a guy’s going to Jog and 
the only place is in the city, it’s 
better that he jog than not,” 
said Flanagan, a jogger for 10 
years who now jogs an average 
of three times weekly. But if 
there’s a choice, he Added, it 
should be a more aesthetic set­ 
ting, such as a park or reser­ 
voir area. 
More advice offered by the 
4 2-yea r-old anesthesiologist, 
who admittedly takes a con­ 
servative approach to jogging 
and other exercise, includes 
starting gradually and not be­ 
coming a fanatic. 
“One of the things that has 
happened is some people in the 
6 
>gging fraternity have gone a 
ttle overboard,” he said, and 
cautioned that jogging won’t 
solve all your health problems. 
It is hoped that fanatics of 
the jogging world will be “iden­ 
tified as the new fascists that 
they are and the honest, moder­ 
ate particpants can proceed 
without extremism or guilt,” 
Flanagan writes in a recent is­ 
sue of Good Health, a monthly 
publication on medical topics 
for consumers. 
He describes himself as old 
enough to know better than to 
attack 
the 
famous 
Boston 
race’s 26-mile, 38&yard course 
but he nevertheless gave it a 
go. He finished about 14 hours 
behind the winner and, al­ 
though wondering why he tried 
it in the first place, leaves the 
impression he may be back 
next year. 
Flanagan said there’s proof 
that jogging helps control one’s 
weight because extra calories 
that would otherwise become 
fat are burned up. 
But, he said, die key to jog­ 
ging is the distance, not the 
speed. He adds there’s no defi­ 
nite evidence that jogging and 
exercise prolong life and, de­ 
spite some claims to the con­ 
trary, jogging probably does 
not have any value in treating 
mental illness. 
“Some joggers claim they get 
a very definite high from run­ 
ning . . . It would be dangerous 
to expect too much." 
A few other tips he offers: 
—Take it easy at the start. 
Walk before you run. 
—Consult a physician. 
—No lessons are necessary. 
The best teachers you ever had 
taught you to walk a long time 
ago.

Panel to rule 
on state, city 
suit immunity 
COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) - 
An unusual two-judge 
federalstate panel was urged 
to 
rule that the Com­ 
monwealth of Kentucky and 
the city of Southgate do not 
have “sovereign immunity” 
and can be sued in the Beverly 
Hills Supper Club fire that kill­ 
ed 164 persons. 
“That concept of royal 
prerogative has no place in a 
government of laws, rather 
than men,” said William 
Bertlesm an, 
representing 
those seeking to involve both 
the state and city in lawsuits 
for damages from the May 28 
fire. 


Fifty-one claims by Injured 
nirvivors and relatives of vic­ 
tims exceed fl.S billion. Most 
of the suits have been filed in 
both state and federal court 
because of jurisdictional ques­ 
tions in the case. 
Kentucky contends that 
sovereign immunity protects 
it from damage suits and that 
only the General Assembly 
can grant permission for the 
state to be sued. 
U.S. District Judge Carl 
Rubin and Campbell Circuit 
Judge John A. Diskin, hearing 
the case jointly, took the issue 
under advisement and did not 
say when they would an 
nounce a decision. 
Rubin also must decide 
whether a federal court has 
jurisdiction on the immunity 
issue. 


TV cameras looking 
for their day in court

JEFFERSON CITY 
- 
When judges and lawyers 
discuss television coverage of 
courtroom proceedings, words 
like circus, carnival and show 
biz inevitably enter their 
conversations. 
Many in the legal profession 
think televised trials might 
compromise the dignity of the 
courts, turning the traditional 
work of justice into a modern 
version of Perry Mason. “TV 
a lot of times turns things into 
a carnival," says John R. 
Gibson, a Kansas City at­ 
torney and president of the 
Missouri Bar. “A trial should 
be a search for truth. You 
don't want to turn it into show 
biz." 


With the televised trial in 
Florida of Ronny Zamora, a 
15-year-old convicted in Oc­ 
tober of murdering an 83-year- 
old woman, the issue of 
opening 
courtrooms 
to 
cameras and microphones is 
being examined closely by 
both journalists and jurists. 
The 
Missouri 
Radio- 
Television News Association 
announced Oct. 10 the for­ 
mation of a committee aimed 
at obtaining state Supreme 
Court approval for electronic 
coverage of the courts. Bob 
Priddy, committee chairman, 
says there is no reason 
members of the broadcast 
media should be hindered in 


their coverage of trials while 
newspapermen and sketching 
artists are allowed to ply their 
trades. “The electronic media 
belong anywhere the print 
media are allowed," Priddy 
maintains. 
J. P. Morgan, chief justice 
of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, says allowing elec­ 
tronic coverage of the courts 
“is worthy of a great ex­ 
periment." He qualifies his 
remarks saying, “We may 
blow it if judges start making 
wisecracks and witnesses 
start getting cute." 
But Priddy says concern 
over side show atmosphere is 
needless since a trial judge 
has methods, such as citing 
contempt of court, to keep 
participants in line. Grand­ 
standing defense lawyers and 
prosecutors would be for­ 
saking their legal duties to 
become television and radio 
stars, he says. “If lawyers are 
going to let the presence of a 
mike or a camera influence 
their behavior, they're not 
doing their job," Priddy says. 
“If lawyers decide to ham it 
up, it’s not my fault, it’s theirs 
— it’s their responsibility 
they’re shirking." 
Priddy 
may 
consider 
publicity-seeking attorneys a 
minimal hazard, but the 
president of the Missouri Bar 
said there are additional 
considerations, like reluctant 
witnesses, distracting camera 
crews and biased Juries. 
“It’s hard to get a lot of 


witnesses to go to court," 
Gibson says. “Electronic 
coverage might make them 
more reluctant and more 
fearful." 
Both Gibson and Morgan 
say the media would have to 
solve problems of distraction 
and disruption that could be 
caused by cameramen. 
However, 
Priddy says 
advanced technology has 
overcome the problem of 
distractions. “The industry 
has matured. The electronic 
equipment is very small, 
silent in operation and there 
would be no distraction as far 
as any noise." Television 
cameras could be stationary 
and use available light, 
avoiding the hot, bright lights 
usually accompanying the 
cameras, he explains. 
Another difficulty might be 
increased sequestering of 
juries to avoid exposure to 
televised accounts of trials. 
Gibson says film edited for 
television could distort the 
day’s proceedings by selec­ 
tively 
broadcasting 
testimony. “There might be 
more motions for mistrial 
based on improper publicity," 
Gibson said. 
Although the American Bar 
Association (ABA) has op­ 
posed electronic courtroom 
coverage for 40 years, five 
states allow cameras to 
record 
the 
proceedings. 
Alabama, Colorado, Georgia, 
Washington and Florida have 


differing 
provisions 
for 
coverage. In Washington, for 
example, unless the judge 
specifies, there can be only 
one camera in a courtroom 
and stations must pool their 
resources. The camera must 
be placed in the rear of the 
courtroom and no equipment 
may be moved except during 
recess and must be in place no 
later than 15 minutes before 
each session. Additional lights 
can be used only with the 
judge’s permission. 


Georgia, Alabama and 
Colorado require consent of 
the accused for television and 
radio coverage, and in 
Colorado, if a witness objects, 
the judge can order the 
equipment turned off. 


Ross Hagen, a spokesman 
for the ABA, says a committee 
is working to update the 
association’s ban on broad­ 
casting and a proposal will be 
brought before the ABA House 
of Delegates when it meets in 


February. “There was a 
public hearing in August in 
Chicago, and there was 
overwhelming support of 
change," Hagen says. “It’s 
almost inconceivable the ABA 
won’t change it’s code." 


Bob Priddy hopes Missouri 
sees the need for change. “We 
want to be given the op­ 
portunity to prove what can be 
done." 
PSC adopts proposed standards 
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JEFFERSON CITY - The 
Public Service Commission 
has proposed a rule which 
would require energy efficient 
construction of most buildings 
started after July 1,1978. 
The stru c tu re ow ner, 
builder, or architect must cer­ 
tify the building m eets 
minimum heat-loss standards 
before utilities would be per­ 
mitted to make a permanent 
connection for gas or electric 
service. 
Jam es Mulvaney, 
PSC 
Chairman, said he expects a 
lot of comments about the pro­ 
posal but he said the proposed 
rule will get people thinking 
minimum thermal standards 
and "let them know we’re 
serious about this." 
“I think this is a worthwhile 
endeavor,” Mulvaney said. 
PSC staff member Randy 
Dietrich, who outlined the pro­ 
posed standards to the Com­ 
mission, said the standards 
will require installation of 
storm windows and doors. In 
addition to storm windows and 
doors, Dietrich said, the stan­ 
dards will require installation 
of certain minimum levels of 
insulation. 
The proposed thermal stan­ 
dards would apply to all new 
buildings except those used 
primarily for industrial pur­ 
poses. 


Dietrich said the require­ 
ment for storm windows and 
doors on the typical home in 
the St. Louis area would add 
approximately $500 to con­ 
struction costs. He said the ad­ 
dition of adequate insulation 
to meet the minimum stan­ 
dards would cost another $140, 
or a total increase in construc­ 
tion costs of about $640. 
He said the annual saving in 
heat costs would be about $71 
for an electrically heated 
home, and about $55 a year for 
homes heated by gas. 
Dietrich said the thermal 
standards would also cut the 
cost of summer cooling, fur­ 
ther reducing the time it 
would take homeowners to 
recoup the additional con­ 
struction costs. 
Dietrich pointed out that the 
example he used was based on 
a home with 1,400 square feet 
of living space. He said all the 
cost and saving figures will 
vary, depending on the size of 
a structure. 
\ Dietrich also pointed out 
that the cost of construction 
will not increase if a builder or 
homeowner has already plan­ 
ned to install storm windows 
and doors and install adequate 
insulation. 
Mulvaney did warn though 
that any cost for meeting the 
standards which vary a great 


deal from those prepared by 
Dietrich should be checked by 
a utility or the Better Business 
Bureau. 


The proposed rule would 
permit some variances on 
building construction but B.J. 
Washburn, chief of the PSC 
Customer Services Deparemt- 
said each case would be con- 
s i d e r e d i n d i v i d u a l l y . 
Washburn said a variance 
might qualify if substantial 
design modification would be 
required to meet the stan­ 
dards. 


The proposed rule sets a 
deadline of September 31,1978 
for any variance request. 
The proposed rule would 
also establish new energy effi- 
standards for air conditioners 
and heat pumps. Equipment 


installed after July 1, 1978 
would have to meet the new 
standards with a further im­ 


provement in efficiency for 
installed after Nov. 1,1979. 
Again, if the air conditioners 
or heat pumps failed to meet 
the mimimum standards, 
utilities would be unable to 
make a permanent connection 
for gas or electric service. 
Washburn said the two 
phase requirement for air con­ 
ditioning and heat pumps 
would permit industry to meet 
the standards without drastic 
c hanges in p roduction 
schedules. 
H e a r i n g s h a v e been 
scheduled January 26. 1978 in 
Kansas City, Feb. 1,1978 in St. 
Louis and February 15,1978 in 
Jefferson City. Specific sites 
for the hearings will be an­ 
nounced later. 
Comments about the propos­ 
ed rule may be filed until 
January 1, 
1978 with the 
Secretary, 
Missouri Public 
Service Commission, P.O. Box

FOUNTAIN VALLEY, 
Calif. — (NBA) — Some peo­ 
ple think Barry Reid if the 
moat dangerous man in 
America. Local police watch 
Rim assiduously. The U.S. 
[Department of Justice holds 
him in suspicious contempt. A 
bridled member of Congress 
says Reid is a *''one man crime 
wave,” who “should be shot, 
■naided, into space.” 
| Neither a killer nor a 
terrorist is he, however. 
Barry Reid is a businessman. 
He operates a mail order firm 
here which offers instructions 
booklets on do-it-yourself 
larcenies. Con games, mail 
frauds, “How to Beat the Bill 
Collector” — Reid sells them 
all. For 96 he also provides a 
phony identification card to 
customers. 
Business is apparently good. 
Reportedly, Reid’s firm sells 
91,000 worth of I.D.’s on a 
good day, and about 9280,000 in 
various merchandise a year. 
In the process, authorities 
say, “he turns out criminals 
like cut cookies”; for exam- 
E 
rnie, federal investigators 
Relieve the nation loses 920 
billion a year to people with 
fake I.D.’s. 
Whatever 
the conse­ 
quences of Reid’s industry, he 
is not in it alone. There are 
dozens of similar operations 
throughout the country, most 
of them concerned with identi­ 
ty changing. Reid says com­ 
panies now exist that “sell 
everything from notary seals 
to tax exempt divinity creden­ 
tials;” Social Security 
numbers can be gotten for 
three for 98. 
Also, one can now get fake 
passports, fake drivers’ 
licenses, even fake welfare 
identifications 
from 
legitimate business firms. To 
be sure, the firms peddle high 
quality fabrications; border 
authorities in Texas say a 
phony I.D. there is sold on a 
money-back guarantee if the 
purchasing alien is arrested 
within five days. 
Yet even in this competitive 
field, Reid stands out. After 
all, he wrote the book. The 
book is “The Paper Trip,” an 
underground classic devoted 
to alternative identities and 
other prestidigitations. Local 
law enforcement officers say 
"The Paper Trip” is “the 
mandatory text at Reid’s cor­ 
respondence school for would- 
be felons.” 
Reid wasn’t always an 
educator. Once he had ideas of 
becoming an attorney. Then, 
in 1970, he was removed from 
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the hydrides in an automobile 
tank; today the unit cost is 
910,000, but in mass use the 
price would drop sharply. 
There are, of course, not a 
few impediments to this kind 
of hydrogen economy. Cost is 
one: hydrogen production is 
currently several times as ex­ 
pensive to produce as oil or 
natural gas. Also, it must be 
remembered that as a secon­ 
dary fuel source, hydrogen 
requires vast amounts of 
primary energy to become 
usable energy itself. 
Also, hydrogen storage is a 
bother. Even with hydride 
rocks, the fuel cannot now be 
compressed enough to meet 
anything but minimum power 
demands. Billings’ Cadillac, 
for instance, can only go 100 
miles on a tank, and it takes 


limited, the cars must be dual 
fueled, i.e., when necessary 
they must be switched to gas 
power. 
Still, the cars are a good 
start, says Billings. “The 
vehicles are showing, for one 
thing, that they are 50 per cent 
more efficient than gas 
models.” Engine wear is also 
reduced; Billings expects his 
buses to run 300,000 miles'on 
their existing power plants. 
As for cleanliness, “Air going 
out of the cars is better than 
that coming in.” 
Next, the Billings Energy 
Research Corp. will build 38 of 
the first hydrogen powered 
homes in America, one of 
which is for Billings, his wife 
and three children.

law school to serve an 11- 
month jail sentence on a drug 
rap. While in prison, Reid 
listened and learned. Mostly, 
he learned about crime. He 
used this information to write 
his book and set up his mail 
order operation. 
The operation is called 
Eden Press. It is housed in an 
unmarked office in this 
crowded Los Angeles suburb. 
Reid advertises nis wares in 
alternative newspapers and 
masculine magazines. 
Anybody can order, no 
questions asked. Recently, to 
prove the point, two U.S. con­ 
gressmen purchased six false 
identity cards from Eden 
Press. 
Reid says that identity 
changing is perhaps the 
easiest of the ideas he 
peddles. If people do not want 
to buy his cards, they can 
change the Identities in any of 
dozens of ways. One way to 
start, Reid says, is to take out 
a savings account in care of a 
nonexistent “nephew”; the 
passbook can then be used as a 
start to a new life. 
Or, Reid suggests, name 
changers might want to go to 
the Hilton Hotel Corp. The 
hotel chain offers “Student- 
Faculty I.D. Cards” for use in 
requesting reduced room 
rates. Since the corporation 
has no way of verifying the 
legitimacy of the applicants, 
Reid says anyone can register 
in any name he chooses. 
Of course, the sophisticated 
cheater will want more per­ 
manent identification. Hence 


Reid tells how to “steal” the 
identity of a dead person. 
"Anybody can write in for 
somebody else’s birth cer- 
tificiate,” Reid says. 
Thousands of people have ap­ 
parently done it and are now 
living (or stealing) with the 
aid of gravestone names. 
Reid says the beauty of this 
moral fraud is that it is usual­ 
ly not a legal fraud. “There 
are no comprehensive laws 
against establishing false I.D. 
in most states.’’ In some 
states, actually, “it’s legal to 
impersonate another person.” 
In California, a driver’s 
license applicant can change 
his identity merely by signing 
his new signature. 
Reid says that only two 
states — Nevada and North 
Carolina — have statutes that 
deal with identity change 
abuse. Elsewhere, he says, 
people can disappear at will to 
“become whomever they may 
want.” Sometimes the alter­ 
nate Identities are legitimate; 
but often the process is used 
by thugs, thieves and others 
on the lam. 
For his part, Reid says he 
doesn’t care what kind cl peo­ 
ple use his services. He says 
government has “32 billion 
separate files on Americans, 
and I can’t blame anyone for 
wanting to escape them.” As 
for the criminal element, he 
says he “does not want” to aid 
thugs but “they could get this 
information whether or not I 
published it.” 
Not surprisingly, the 
government rationalizes 


Reid’s work differently. A 
Federal Advisory Committee 
on False Identification has 
said Reid and others like him 
are crime profiteers, and 
wants new laws to stop them. 
Among other things, the com­ 
mittee says aliases must be 
made illegal, and public 
records should no longer be 
widely accessible. 
But Reid is not worried 
about legislative intervention. 
He says the only way to stop 
identity changing would be the 
establishment of a foolproof 
“ national identity card.’’ 
Since that is not a politically 
acceptable proposal in 
America, Reid feels his enter-

Missing evidence 
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Fire marshal’s office to keep 


close watch on vital evidence

In 
September, Cronan dismissed 
the charges of arson against 
Sandra Strope, along with two 
counts of first-degree murder, 
because he said pieces of 
evidence, including two cans 
of charcoal lighter fluid, were 
misplaced by the fire mar­ 
shal’s office. 
Following publicized ac­ 
counts of Cronan's charges, 
Gov. Joe Teaadale ordered an 
investigation by the Depart­ 
ment of Public Safety. The 
report was delivered to the 
governor Sept. 23. 
According 
to the

vestigation, some evidence 


Kenneth Carnes, director of 
public safety, concerning the 
investigation and subsequent 
report. In the letter Teasdale 
said, “I agree with your 
conclusion that there is not

A trend-setter himself, he 
contends that the whole con­ 
cept of glamor has changed.

“ At one time money was 
an achievement in itself, and 
it didn't matter where that 
money came from.

Jacqueline Bisset and 
Bianca Jagger top the Hst of 
women he considers glamor­ 
ous and exciting. 
“A woman is exciting if 
she gives the impression that 
she's available . . . that 
doesn't mean that she actu­ 
ally is, however.Bianca is ex­ 
citing because you never 
know whet she's going to do 
next. She's a little piece of 
dynamite and you feet it 
wherever she is. 
What turns him off about 
people? ‘ ‘In men it's a lack of 
interest the person has in life 
. . . someone who basically 
has nothing to offer the 
world. A bore." 
On the subject of elegance, 
on which he's a connoisseur: 
“ It's the contruy of ostenta­ 
tion. Elegance is much more 
a way of thinking than look­ 
ing.

An interview w ith... 
An interior designer in search of 
that special thing called elegance 


“ Elegance is the thing that 
lasts. It's the thing that 
creates a classic," according 
to Michael Tessler, an enor­ 
mously successful young 
New York interior designer. 
The current darling of 
Gotham’s social set, whom at 
least a dozen fashionable 
ladies claim to have dis­ 
covered, continues: 
“One of the first prerequi­ 
sites to elegance is propor­ 
tion . . . a classic kind of pro­ 
portion. It's a very exciting 
thing, a thing most people 
don't understand, but when 
they're in the midst of it they 
feel the excitement. It's like 
being in the midst of art. 
Excitement 
“ Being close to an elegant 
person is somewhat of an ex­ 
citing thing. We feel as if 
we're around something spe­ 
cial and we don't know 
why.” 
When you're in a room 
designed by Michael Tessler, 
it’s instantly evident that 
you’re in the midst of some­ 
thing special, whether that 
room cost $50,000 or $500. 
Although Mr. T essler 
doesn't exactly have a repu­ 
tation for budget decorating, 
he's credited with having 
done the cheapest room in 
the world. It consisted of a 
hammock and three egg 
crates. "I thought that was 
sort of comfortable.” One 
can only conclude that the 
resident of such a room can 
be credited with the most 
casual lifestyle in the world. 


DISCOVERING ELEGANCE IN EVERY STYLE m ight 
well be th e p erfect way to describe the jo b o f Michael 
T essler, o n e o f the c o u n try 's leading in te rio r de* 
signers, th e m an responsible for designing for such 
fam ous designers as Mollie Parnis (he set th e style fo r 
h e r Chicago showroom). His aim is always to achieve 
th e height o f elegance, h u t Tessler is q u ic k to point out 
th a t “ the im p o rtan t factor is not w hether th e designer 
loves a room b u t w hether th e client d o es.” He is pic­ 
tu red in his own home—designed by him self, o f course. 


Mr. Tessler claims he's 
never designed a room he 
didn’t like. 
"When things make sense 
you can like them even if they 
don’t reflect your own style." 
Mr. Tessler feels that when 
a client is cooperative "we'll 
always look until we find 
something that we both agree 
would be the proper thing for 
the setting.” He points out 
that the important factor is 
not whether the designer 
loves a room but whether the 
client does. 
The role of the designer, 


according to Michael Tess­ 
ler, is essentially to arrive at 
a clever, usable arrangement 
of furniture. That's the first 
thing. After that it’s using 
colors that a client likes—and 
using them beautifully. 
“ I don’t go along with col­ 
ors that are'in'. I think that 
people who have to use col­ 
ors, or anything for that mat­ 
ter, that are considered in' 
just don't know what they 
like.“ 
This leads one to the con­ 
clusion that it's somewhat 
less than a joy working with 
people who don't know what 
they want. Mr. Tessler is not 
loath to advise a little intro­ 
spection here. “ People really 
should take some time to sit 
down and ask themselves 
just what it is that they do 
like. 
“ A designer also weeds 
out the bad taste a client has 
and reinforces the good taste. 


Everyone has good and bad 
taste. . . even designers! But 
their bad taste shows up in 
other areas of their life.” 
According to Mr. Tessler, 
there are people who will hire 
a designer or decorator but 
resent having to do so. Then 
why do they bother in the 
first place? 
Ego problem* 
Evidently some people feel 
that since home furnishings 
represent a considerable in­ 
vestment, they don’t dare 
take a chance on making a 
costly mistake. Although 
they have every reason to 
feel this way, they still dislike 
having to hire a professional. 
“ It’s a question of ego. 
They feel stupid or embar­ 
rassed at not being able to do 
something they feel should 
come naturally." 
If you can afford a de­ 
signer, Mr. Tessler strongly 
urges that you use one . . . 
and he's not just beating the 


drum for his profession. 
He points out that even 
fashion designers hire ulter­ 
ior designers to do their 
show room s. He should 
know. Tessler designed the 
Chicago showroom of Mollie 
P a r n i s , a m o n g o t h e r 
luminaries in the fashion 
field. 
“ When it comes to getting 
your money's worth you do 
well with a designer, because 
you then get something you 
wouldn't most likely get on 
your own. With a designer 
you get objects in a room that 
look as if they were born to 
be together. The objects are 
so friendly towards one 
another that people are au­ 
tomatically friendly towards 
each other when they're in 
the room. 
Friendly room# 
“ A friendly atmosphere is 
created, and that's some­ 
thing that's hard to achieve 
on your own.” 
If you choose to, or have 
no other choice but to do-it- 
yourself, Mr. Tessler advises 
that you begin by asking 
yourself, “ Is this pretty?” 
whether you're asking the 
question about a wallpaper, a 
fabric or a piece of furniture. 
"Follow your instincts 
with a sensitive eye. Since 
you are the common de­ 
nominator, if you choose 
things thoughtfully they 
should go together." 
He cautions the do-it- 
yourselfer, however, not to 
get in over his or her head. 
'Don’t do something com­ 
plicated you've seen in a 
magazine. Once you get into 
the details of design you’ll 
probably make mistakes." 
He sums up fus philosophy 
by stating that "style is so 
individual, but everybody 
has one. Some style is more 
developed, some style is 
more elegant, more classic. 
Create a style for yourself 
that has those things in it." 
Rather wise advice, 
whether you apply it to a 
room, a house or life in gen­ 
eral.

Panel hears mostly praise 
for extension programs 


Fuel teat message to truckers: slowdown

Members of a special com­ 
mission studying university 
extension 
programs 
in 
Missouri completed two weeks 
of hearings Sept. 29 with more 
than 35 hours of praise for the 
state’s extension programs 
still ringing in their ears. 
The response the com­ 
mission heard at seven public 
hearings around the state 
should have been no surprise. 
Most of the participants were 
invited. 
Using mailing lists fur­ 
nished primarily 
by the 
University of Missouri, the 
commission in early Sep­ 
tember sent letters to more 
than 
1,800 
“ concerned 
citizens,” urging them to 
attend the pubUc hearings and 
express their opinions of 
extension work in their areas. 
Letters also were sent to 
MFA . and Farm 
Bureau 
members, regional planning 
commissions, county officials 
and educators throughout the 
state. 
No special effort was made 
to contact opponents of ex­ 
tension, said one commission 
staff member, because no 
such mailing lists 
were 
available of the programs’ 
critics. 
And the commission got 
what it apparently sought — 
an 
overwhelming 
en­ 
dorsement of extension ac­ 
tivities, 
expecially 
agricultural 
and 
4-H 
programs. Hundreds attended 
the hearings in each of the 
seven locations, most of them 
members of county extension 
boards or former participants 
in extension programs or 
courses. 
Besides 
conveying 
agricultural 
research 
to 
farmers and sponsoring 4-H 
and home economics ac­ 
tivities, extension also con­ 
ducts courses in academic 


subjects and helps com­ 
munities solve „ problems 
ranging from lack of housing 
to inadequate water systems. 
The only criticism heard 
repeatedly 
was 
that 
specialization in agricultural 
extension and a shift to 
regional organisation in 1965 
left extension agents inac­ 
cessible to farmers. Par­ 
ticipants often asked for a 
return to the individual county 
agent system. 
C.R. Johnston, president of 
the Missouri Farm Bureau, 
gave the commission the 
results of a survey of local 
farm bureau presidents and 
county extension boards 
which showed 74 per cent of 
those responding rated local 
extension 
programs 
“satisfactory” 
or “very 
satisfactory.” About 26 per 
cent said they were not 
satisfied with 
the local 
programs. 
About 62 per cent of the 
survey responses favored a 
return to the county agent 
system, with 38 per cent op­ 
posed. 
The commission was set up 
July 8 by Gov. 
Joseph 
Teasdale to look into problems 
of statewide extension and 
suggest solutions to problems 
of duplication and waste. 
Moist of the twelve com­ 
mission members are from 
rural areas 
or 
represent 
agricultural interests. 
The commission report — 
due to be completed in 
November — probably will be 
no more of a surprise than the 
attendance at 
the 
public 
hearings. Several members, 
including Chairman Cordell 
Tindall of Fayette, are ad­ 
mittedly biased in favor of 
agricultural programs. 
“I didn’t hear just a he|l of a 
lot I didn’t already know (at 
the hearings)”, Tindall said. 
“I had not sensed any great 
groundswell of demand for 
extension from the ordinary 
people in urban areas.” 


In coming up with recom­ 
mendations, Tindall said he 
will poll commission members 
and try to digest information 
gleaned at the heariifgs. ‘‘We 
have to straddle the line 
between coming up with 
meaningful statements and 
trying to tell the university 
how to run their program. 
That’s not our role,” he said. 
At a final hearing in Jef­ 
ferson City for state college 
and university officials to 
present their arguments on 
behalf of extension, Univer­ 
sity of Missouri President 
James Olson received a shock 
—the commission handed him 
a copy of an “internal” 
memorandum highly critical 
of the extension division’s 
administration. 
The report accused vice 
president for extension Carl 
Scheneman of bias and 
politically pressured motives 
in targeting 71 position cuts in 
his division. 
A 
university spokesman 
later said neither Olson or 
Scheneman had been the 
memorandum before the 
hearing. 
The cuts were made in June 
after the General Assembly 
refused to grant a budget 
increase to the division. 
Rather than deny 
staff 
members salary increase!8 
administrators decided to 
drop 71 jobs, most of them 
field positions. 
The memo charges that an 
inordinate number of positions 
were cut in community and 
public service extension and 
continuing education, and that 
agricultural programs were 
“protected.” 
Tindall called the report's 
charges “a lot of baloney.” He 
would not say where he had 
obtained the document, saying 
only that “it just came down 
out of the sky.” 
Olson told the commission 
he plans further cuts in the 
extension program, primarily 
in its central administration. 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - Federal 
energy experts monitoring the 
National Truck Fuel Economy 
Test said Friday they hope the 
independent trucker gets the 
message—slow down and save 
dollars. 
“There’s usually no trouble 
with the large haulers,” said 
Bill Freeman of the U.S. 
Department of Energy. “Most 
of them obey the legal speed 
limits. It’s the independent 
operator strapped for time 
that’s the problem, and 
sometimes it’s very difficult 
trying to reach him.” 
Truckers from across the 
country participated In the 
twoday test, sponsored by the 
Regular Common Carrier 
Conference of the American 
Trucking Associations, Inc. 


The Jests were run over a 120- 
mile strip of Interstate 70 bet­ 
ween St. Louis and ForisteH, 
Mo. 
Id all, 56 rigs drove the 
course, using devices such as 
wind-shields and nose-cones 
d esign ed to cut wind 
resistance and save fuel. 
The results of 13 tests 
scheduled for the first day of 
the demonstration were 
released Friday. 
One of them showed a 9.7 
per cent miles-per-gallon im- 
provment if truckers kept 
their tires properly inflated, 
said Jack Allen, a spokesman 
for the trucking association. 
He said another test indicated 
that trucks hauling heavier 
loads, while using slightly 
m ore fu e l, are m ore 
economical to operate. 


Trucks loaded with 70,000 
pounds and 60,000 pounds were 
used. Allen said that while the 
heavier truck burned 8.2 per 
cent more fuel, it carried 25 
per cent more payload. The 
truckers had hoped to test an 
80,000 pound load, but were 
denied permission by Missouri 
authorities, who said the 
weight was over the state’s 
legal limit. 
The state Highway Patrol 
also turned down a truckers’ 
request to demonstrate that it 
is much more economical to 
operate the big rigs at slower 


speeds. Allen said they had 
wanted to run a truck at an il­ 
legal 65 m.p.h. to prove the 
point. The patrol said no dice. 
“We felt that a controlled 
test of this sort would prove 
once and for all that’s there’s 
a definite advantage to the 
trucking industry to maintain 
the 55 limit,” Allen said. “If 
we can find somewhere in the 
country to run it, we’ll run it.” 
Allen said that previous 
tests showed a 26.3 per cent 
improvement in miles-per- 
gallon at 55 m.p.h. versus 65 
m.p.h.

Corn husking contest 
keeps old tradition alive 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) - 
Not all corn is harvested by 
big, expensive combines. A 
hearty band of middle-aged 
men is working by hand to 
keep America’s old farming 
ways alive through husking 
contests.

“I don’t know if 
you know how much 80 acres 
of corn is, but in the old days it 
took one man all day to husk 
eight-tenths of an acre. 
“It took a half day to husk 
up one row and a half day to 
husk back." 
Anholt said he once averag­ 
ed 180 bushels of corn per day 
for a three-week period and 
his best season was more than 
6,-000 bushels. But that, he ad­ 
ded, was back in the 1940s. 
Modern machines let the 
farmer harvest the same 
amount in a matter of 
minutes. 
The champion, who had 
tallied 462 pounds of com 
Saturday at the statewide con­ 
test, complained that the crop 
was hard to work because of 
the drought. 
“This dry weather made foe 
hard picking. The corn’s a lit­ 
tle bit small and the ears 
aren’t all the same size — 
some are bigger than others. ’ ’ 
Runner-up in the national 
contest was John Jackson, 55, 
of Osage, Kan., who netted 436 
pounds of com. 
Only a few men husk corn by 
hand, said Jackson, and the 
competition stays pretty much 
the same. But he said more 
states were adding contests 
and the national gatherings 
could get tougher. 
Bob Ferguson, 53, of New 
Sharon, Iowa, took third with 
408 pounds. 
“I’m not as old as most of 
the fellows out here,” he grin­ 
ned. But Ferguson, who had 
finished second in the state 
contest Saturday with a 
weight of 426 pounds, admitted 
to being tired.

NEW YORK (AP) - There 
is an abundant supply of 
heating oil and gasoline this 
winter and experts say the oil 
glut will last for the remainder 
of the year and possibly into 
1978. 
“There certainly has been a 
surplus in the range of 4 
million to 5 million barrels a 
day,” says Rawleigh Warner 
Jr., chairman of the Mobil Oil 
Corp. “The inventories are 
quite high.” 
The American Petroleum 
Institute reported 
recently 
that inventories of crude oil, 
gasoline and heating fuels 
were well above the inven­ 
tories for the same time last 
year. 
For the week ended Sept. 30, 
heating oil stocks rose to 245.8 
million barrels. Some 231.2 
million barrels were on hand 
in the same week last year. 
Gasoline inventories for the 
same week were at 248.1 
million barrels, 
compared 
with last year’s supply at this 
time of 225.9 million barrels. 
In addition, crude oil im­ 
ports were up to 7.2 million 
barrels a day, compared with 
5 million in the same week of 
last year. 
The industry’s best predic­ 
tions call for the glut to con­ 
tinue through the end of the 
year and possibly into the 
beginning of next year. The 
only faofer that might change 
that would be a severe winter 
and the resulting boost in de­ 
mand for heating fuel. But 
forecasters believe this winter 
will be milder than last.

“We had said good-bye ade­ 
quately. Nothing could be 
added,” said Sibbett, 
an 
engineer befriended by Prae­ 
tor when the two met while 
working in the oil fields of 
Saudi Arabia in 1938. 
Proctor, 75, a dermatologist 
from Pocatello, Idaho, was 
wracked by ad vanc ing 
Parkinson’s disease. He wrote 
relatives in July that medicine 
he took to control the trembl­ 
ing of his hands required ever 
increasing doses. 
“Some of you may look upon 
suicide with uneasiness or 
disfavor, but it may also 
represent 
a logical, 
con­ 


siderate and effective means 
to satisfy one’s responsibility 
to the world,” Proctor wrote 
family members on July 30 
According to Sibbett, Proc­ 
tor chose to die here because 
he knew suicide was not a 
crim e in Pennsylvania and he 
was concerned about taking 
his life in Pocatello, where his 
wife, Marie, works as a nurse

Delaware County District At­ 
torney Frank Hazei by letter 
of the circumstances surroun­ 
ding Proctor’s death 
Sibbett told the prosecutor 
that Proctor ‘ wanted those 
last days to be peaceful and

Subdivision creates new controversy

Subdivisions, a road abandonment and 
an alley cloatng kept the Planning and 
Zoning Commission and the 50 people 
who crowded into the City Council 
cham bers busy through a long Tuesday 
night session. 
Most of the people were objecting to 
the proposed second addition to Green­ 
brier Estate, which would be substantial­ 
ly different from the present subdivision. 
The second addition to Clearview 
Estates also raised problems, mostly 
with the way streets lined up with other 
streets in Hunter Acres West to the south, 
and with drainage. 
The request to close the alley that runs 
behind Concordia Lutheran Church was 
denied and a request by the city to close 
Compress Road was tabled. 
Greenbrier Estatea 
Greenbrier Estates second addition 
has undergone a name change to Collins 
Crestwood Estates, but it was apparent 
Tuesday night that it will take more than 
a name change to calm the protests over 
plans for the property. 
Developer Bud Collins recently ac­ 
quired the land from Inter-M Inc., which 
developed G reenbrier E states. Ned M at­ 
thews, president of Inter-M, had planned 
to develop the north half of the property, 
located from the present subdivision 
north to the tree line, as an extension of 
G reenbrier E states 
Collins plans to develop the property 
with 10 lots for multiple family and nine 
acres set aside for the Calvary Assembly 
Church of God. 
The m ultiple family will be limited to 
four-plex units, according to Collins' at­ 
torney. 
The church reportedly has an option on 
an additional four acres 
The developm ent plans call for slightly 
sm aller hom es on sm aller lots, setback 
requirem ents of 25 feet Instead of the 50 
feet in G reenbrier and sm aller side yard 
requirem ents The homes would be in the 


960,000 range. 
An attorney representing the land 
owners in G reenbrier said the people 
built their homes there in the belief that 
the land to the north would be developed 
in a sim ilar m anner as their land. 
He said the landowners objected to the 
church being located on the south side of 
the development, against the north edge 
of the G reenbrier E states He suggested 
the church be located against the tree 
line and ditch on the north edge of the 
new development. 
He said the property owners wanted 
the multiple family units removed entire­ 
ly from the development plans. 
He said the rest of the development 
could be left as it is, although the proper­ 
ty owners were not happy about the 25 
foot setback. 
Commissioners also found a problem. 
Goldbrler Street would dead-end Into the 
church site. It Is against city ordinance 
now to deadend a street without a cul de 
sac. 
Commissioners said the problem need­ 
ed to be resolved They indicated that 
they would prefer it if the street was ex­ 
tended north into the subdivision. 
The m atter was tabled so the developer 
and his attorney could work out objec­ 
tions to the development. 
The question of conflict of interest was 
raised by Collins' attorney, who pointed 
out that at least three of the com m is­ 
sioners either live in the area or are 
related to someone who does. 
Commissioner Ron Grojean, who lives 
on G reenbrier street, said he would vote 
on the m atter despite the objections. He 
said the city considers those living within 
300 feet of a subdivision as those affected 
by the plans He said he lives well over 
300 feet away and will follow the 300 foot 
guideline He said all the comm issioners 
know people who live in G reenbrier 
Estates 
Clearview E states 
A 36-lot second addition to Clearview 
Estates was given commission recom ­ 


mendation, but only if the developer 
meets street requirem ents. The subdivi­ 
sion is located north of Salcedo Road and 
west of the Frisco Railroad tracks on 
land recently annexed into the city. 
The first addition w as a nine-lot section 
along the ridge. 
The m ajor problem with the addition is 
that the streets em ptying out onto 
Salcedo Road do not line up with the 
streets in Hunter Acres W est. 
Developer Jim Hux said the Jog of 150 
feet or so in the placem ent of the streets 
was to hold down traffic flow Into the sub­ 
division. 
But City M anager Charles Church 
recommended that North West Street be 
lined up and that Euclid Drive either be 
lined up or the Jog extended to 250 feet as 
a safety m easure. 
The commission approved the subdivi­ 
sion plot conditional on the relocation of 
the streets 
Church also indicated that the question 
of adequate drainage would have to be 
answered before the rest of the subdivi­ 
sion could be approved. The subdivision 
plans are for drainage to be handled by 
curb and gutter only, not by storm sewer. 
Commission C hairm an Bob Stearnes 
said the commission should ask that Hux

Hux 
presented a plat that shows a large area 
being developed, but only asked for ap­ 
proval of the 36 lots. 
Hux said he could not predict how the

Heat wave grips Honolulu

the record for the date but three degrees hotter than the 
average high for October. 
The highs and lows this year have been higher than 
average for each month since January, according to Saul 
Price, with the National Weather Service. 
Even the overnight lows are high, with the low early Tues­ 
day 78 degrees, compared to the average 72 overnight low for 
October. 
Fortunately, the recent high temperatures have been ac­ 
companied by cooling tradewlnds, keeping things fairly 
pleasant. 
There are no ready answers to why the temperatures are 
higher this year, Price said. 
One reason, he said, might be that there has been less rain 
this year than in most. Rainfall tends to bring lower 
temperatures.

Ferrets 
on brink of 
extinction 


W ASHINGTON 
(A P ) 
- 
Three years ago a pair of 
black-footed ferrets emerged 
from a prairie dog burrow in 
South 
Dakota. 
The small 
weasel-like predators scurried 
across the dry earth before 
suddenly disappearing down 
another burrow. 
Since that August 1974 dawn 
patrol, which lasted only a mo­ 
ment, the government has not 
sighted the animal in the wild. 
The black-footed ferret is 
one of North America’s most 
beautiful predators, with deep 
bronze fur, black feet and a 
black mask across its eyes 
that gives it a Lone Ranger 
appearance. 
Biologists fear the animal is 
becoming extinct. 
“ If there are any left, it is 
questionable," says the man 
who made the sighting, Con­ 
rad Hillman of the federal 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 
And there are problems with 
the only 
ferrets held 
in 
captivity. 
Efforts to breed two pairs of 
the animals at the Patuxent 
Wildlife Research Center in 
nearby Maryland have failed. 
Oe male, suffering from 
what is believed to be terminal 
cancer, is not expected to live 
more than nine months. And 
one of the females is reluctant 
to breed. 
But 
biologists have not 
given up hope of saving the 
species. 
“ We want very much not to 
lose this one,” says Keith 
Schreiner, associate director 
of 
the 
Fish 
and 
Wildlife 
Service 
Schreiner says he thinks 
there are still some ferrets 
roaming the wild 
“ I am convinced thal we 
have a small population of 
black-footed ferrets, and pro­ 
bably over a good-sized area,” 
he says 
Even Hillman, who three 
years ago spotted the animal 
in a small dog colony tucked 
away in South Dakota's ex­ 
panse of rolling grasslands, is 
"optimistic” some wild fer­ 
rets survive. 
Ferrets are believed to have 
>nce ranged from southern 
Canada south to Texas and 
New Mexico But the coming 
of the white man destroyed the 
once-vast prairie dog towns 
where they lived in abandoned 
burrows 
Now the question is how 
many 
if any - ferrets are 
still around And if some sur* 
vive. whether a male and 
female live sufficiently close 
together to encounter each 
other during the 
mating 
season 
Schreiner 
says the wild 
p o p u la tio n 
may 
have 
diminished to the point of no 
return. 
Officials are considering ar­ 
tificially 
inseminating the 
reluctant female in captivity. 
Artificial propagation, design 
ed to provide black footed fer­ 
rets for release into the wild, 
may be the last hope for sav­ 
ing the small predators 
“ If that 
doesn't 
work.” 
Schreiner says, "we may have 
to face the fact we have lost a 
species ”

obtain Information Their systems lack 
the quick, almost Immediate, retretval 
available in the sophisticated computer

mous traffic In stolen cars. 
Farm and heavy equipment ignition 
systems are simple and easy to gain en­ 
try to. A professional thief quickly can 
start and load an Item of heavy equip­ 
ment. 
Owners of farm and heavy equipment 
have lax security. The equipment often 
sits In the open in isolated areas. 
"It Is not unusual to find a farmer who 
carefully locks up his 15,000 car every 
night," says Sen. John Dennis, a former 
sheriff of Scott County. "But he will leave 
sitting by the road In a spot far from his 
house his 830,000 tractor," 
In addition, most farm and heavy 
equipment does not have to meet the 
more stringent registration, licensing 
and title laws required for automobiles. 
The Missouri Farm Bureau agrees 
farm equipment theft is becoming a pro­ 
blem of major proportions. In the last 
year, the bureau has started a major 
voluntary equipment identification pro­ 
gram. 
Vince Crane of the bureau says iden­ 
tification categories are assigned by the 
nationally. Locally, the county sheriff 
hands out individual numbers which are 
stamped into the frame of equipment. 
For the first time, assigned farm 
equipment numbers will be fed this 
month into the national crime informa­ 
tion computer which has direct ties to 
most law enforcement agencies in the 
country. 
Crane concedes that many jurisdic­ 
tions are not yet involved in the program, 
either in Missouri or in the rest of the na­ 
tion. As a result, substantial numbers of 
farm equipment continue to be unmark­ 
ed. 
"It will take several years for the pro­ 
gram to get underway," Crane said. It’s 
too new to say what the result will be. 
Crane also will concede that farmers 
may not have "several years" to get 
organized. 
The Farm Bureau has seen the most 
recent reports on the rise of crime in 
outstate Missouri. Crane said those 
statistics are disturbing enough to propel 
the bureau Into a major effort his year. 
"At this point, no one has any answers," 
Crane said. "But we know something has 
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to be done." 
The bureau is not yet ready to endorse 
stronger licensing laws. Nor is It ready to 
support 
legislation 
requiring 
farm 
manufacturers to number more exten­ 
sively their equipment. Nor is it ready to 
legislation requiring greater documenta­ 
tion, most of which would have to be kept 
by farm equipment dealers, on the sale of 
equipment. 
"There currently is some feeling that 
these types of proposals would result in 
higher costs for equipment," said Ralph 
Smith, director of legislative affairs for 
the bureau. "Farmers, naturally, want 
to avoid that, if possible." 
Crane says the farm equipment theft 
operations seem to be centered In the 
southeast portion of Missouri, a market 
center for large farming operations In 
the rich agricultural region of Missouri, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Arkansas. 
"It appears to us that the pattern of 
farm theft is often highly organized," 
Crane said. "It would lead you to con­ 
clude that hit and miss methods to com­ 
bat It will not be enough." 
Crane cited his favorite example. Last 
year, federal investigators stopped an 
entire shipload of what was believed to 
be stolen tractors leaving the coast of 
Florida. "They couldn’t trace a single 
Item," Crane said. "That kind of exam­ 
ple alone leads you to conclude the pro­ 
blem is serious." 
Smith recalls his days as presiding 
Judge of Franklin County, 
one of 
Missouri’s rural counties which is facing 
a rapid growth in population. 
“We became greatly concerned about 
the increase In rural crime." Smith said. 
Franklin County had a territory of about 
934 square miles Half its 60.000 popula­ 
tion lived in two major urban areas com­ 
posing about 20 square miles. Smith said 
those two cities had a total of 44 police of­ 
ficers. The Sheriff had 17 deputies for the 
rest. 
"There was no way we could possibly 
afford to hire the number of deputies 
needed to effectively patrol that area," 
said. "What could we do?" 
Smith said that question was not and 
has not been answered. 


Compress Road 
The commission tabled action on a 
plan to close Compress Road to allow for 
placement of railroad siding for the new 
power plant. 
Once Compress Road is closed, plans 
call for Wakefield Street to be extended 
to Brown Spur Road. 
Representatives from Hunter Allen 
Farms said they do not want to have to 
extend the street now, but only as the 
property is developed. City Manager 
Church said that was what the city had in 
mind. 
Some Commissioners said the Board of 
Municipal Utilities should pay for exten­ 
ding the street If they want to close Com­ 
press Road. 
The Board will pay for upgrading 
Sunset Drive where Compress Road will 
empty onto when the west end is closed. 
Two residents who have purchased 
homes in the housing authority project on 


Sunset Drive were there to say they did 
not want the road closed because it would 
not allow them access to Brown Spur 
Road. One said the closing would lower 
his property value 
They also complained about the smell 
of the present power plant and about the 
large settling pond planned for their 
area. 
Commission Chairman Bob Stearnes 
said the new plant was designed to 
eliminate the odor problem. There will 
be dense foliage around the coal and the 
city Is spending about $13 million on air 
pollution control equipment. 
Engineers have promised the city the 
settling pond will look like a large lake 
and will not smell. 
The matter was tabled to a later 
meeting when the board of utilities 
engineers can discuss the project and the 
road-closing with the Planning and Zon­ 
ing Commission.

stands. “There’s no other city 
which compares to Baltimore 
(for snowballs)," he said. 
Fudman said his machine, 
which sells best here although 
it's used as far away as Aus­ 
tralia, 
made 
Baltimore 
the 
snowball capital. 
It also made the snowball 
business very profitable for col­ 
lege 
students, 
housewives, 
small businessmen, enterpris­ 
ing children and other with a 
bit of free time. 
A pint of concentrated flavor 
costs about Si.

natural gas dependence and 
advance planning for short­ 
term crises in supply as top 
priorities for the state. 
In response to the recom­ 
mendations, the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
is drafting bills that would 
make available to private 
industry the state's tax-free 
bonding capability and define 
the governor's authority to 
plan for energy emergencies. 
Todd 
Davis, 
of 
DNR’s 
energy 
agency, 
said 
the 
bonding bill would provide 
incentive for 
industries to 
meet several of the report’s 
goals for Missouri. 


“We would like to have the 
state issue bonds to support 
fuel-switching for major in­ 
dustries and to demonstrate 
new energy resources. We’d 
like to give them the capital up 
front to do it. A bonding bill for 
the next legislative session is a 
priority for the department." 
The bill would allow the 
state to issue bonds to finance 
switching from natural gas 
use to coal or other fuels for 
industrial plants. Since the 
bonds would be tax-free, they 
could command a lower in­ 


terest rate for the industry. 
Davis said the department 
also is at work on a bill which 
would give the state definite 
powers in the handling of 
emergencies 
like 
the 
gas 
shortages that hit northern 
industrial states last winter. 
“We know the governor can 
go in after a natural disaster 
and 
declare

emergency. But the authority 
is

"With a natural gas shor­ 
tage, you can see it happening 
in advance. We could see the

Missouri already

its neighbors in the Ozark 
region, the studv stated. The 
other four states in the region 
— 
Louisiana, 
Oklahoma,

gas. 
Missouri’s gas production is 
“negligible," according to the 
report. 
The 
primary 
source 
of 
energy for Missouri is coal. 
The study recommends that 
the state concentrate on the 
development of that resource, 
which already ptoduces about 
one third of the state's energy. 
The bonding authority the 
proposed bill would provide 
also could be used to en­ 
courage industry to locate in 
small industrial parks, where 
several factories could share a

He got aboard a jet airplane 
and rode it as far as it could 
go Then he got in a little, 
single-engine plane and rode it 
as far as it could go Then he 
rode a jeep for eight days, for 
as far as the jeep could go 
Then he took a camel, then a 
yak He found his man 
If it’s im portant, Charles 
O’Keeffe is willing to take a 
little trouble getting there 
That is why every morning, 
six days a week, som etim es 
seven, he gets in his car and 
drives 110 miles to work. At 
the end of a long day he drives 
110 miles back home He has 
to be the world champion 
comm uter. 
Charles O’Keeffe is a drug 
abuse specialist. He works in 
the White House, for President 
Carter, clearly an im portant 
job. 


“The drive isn't really as 
bad as it seem s. It’s private

bottomed instrument. 
But by 1935, Choy yearned 
for the islands. Newspapers 
saluted the return of a local- 
boy-madegood, and Paul Choy 
used his fame to open a music 
studio and shop. 
He 
was 
skilled 
on 
the 
ukulele, mandolin, mandola 
and steel guitar, but concen­ 
trated on teaching the guitar. 
“If I had to depend on the ban­ 
jo for a living, I would have 
starved,” he recalled in a re­ 
cent interview. 
Choy says he had no real in­ 


terest 
in 
music 
when 
he 
graduated from an electrical 
engineering school in Chicago 
a half-century ago. He worked 
at

manufacturing 
plant, returned to Hawaii to a 
lack of jobs and was back on 
the mainland before long — in 
Gary, Ind.

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Moderation is 
best course 
for joggers

HARTFORD

- 
If 
you’re a jogging buff or about 
to become one, here’s a tip 
from one of your kind — run in 
a remote, secluded area instead 
of traffic-snarled, polluted, ur- 
l>an America. 
“ Life is too short to spend 
your recreation swallowing oth­ 
er people’s smoke,” says Dr. 
Edward P. Flanagan, a one­ 
time Boston Marathon runner 
and dispenser of the advice on 
choosing your site. 
“ If a guy’s going to jog and 
the only place is in the city, it’s 
better that he jog than not," 
said Flanagan, a jogger for 10 
years who now jogs an average 
of three times weekly. But if 
there’s a choice, he added, it 
should be a more aesthetic set­ 
ting, such as a park or reser­ 
voir area. 
More advice offered by the 
4 2-yea r-old anesthesiologist, 
who admittedly takes a con­ 
servative approach to jogging 
and other exercise, includes 
starting gradually and not be­ 
coming a fanatic. 
“ One of the things that has 
happened is some people in the 
jogging fraternity have gone a 
little overboard,” he said, and 
cautioned that jogging won’t 
solve all your health problems 
It is hoped that fanatics of 
the jogging world will be “ iden­ 
tified as the new fascists that 
they are and the honest, moder­ 
ate particpants can proceed 
without extremism or guilt,” 
Flanagan writes in a recent is­ 
sue of Good Health, a monthly 
publication on medical topics 
for consumers. 
He describes himself as old 
enough to know better than to 
attack 
the 
famous 
Boston 
race's 26-imle, 1185-yard course 
but he nevertheless gave it a 
go. He finished about 14 hours 
behind the winner and, 
al­ 
though wondering why he tried 
it in the first place, leaves the 
impression he may be back 
next year. 
Flanagan said there’s proof 
that jogging helps control one's 
weight because extra calories 
that would otherwise become 
fat are burned up 
But, he said, the key to jog­ 
ging is the distance, not the 
speed He adds there’s no defi­ 
nite evidence that jogging and 
exercise prolong life and, de­ 
spite some claims to the con­ 
trary, jogging probably does 
not have any value in treating 
mental illness. 
“ Some joggers claim they get 
a very definite high from run­ 
ning . . . It would be dangerous 
to expect too much.” 
A few other tips he offers: 
—Take it easy at the start 
Walk before you run 
—Consult a physician 
—No lessons are necessary. 
Hie best teachers you ever had 
taught you to walk a long time 
ago.

TV cameras looking 
for their day in court

When judges and lawyers 
discuss television coverage of 
courtroom proceedings, words 
like circus, carnival and show 
biz 
inevitably 
enter 
their 
conversations. 
Many in the legal profession 
think televised trials might 
compromise the dignity of the 
courts, turning the traditional 
work of justice into a modern 
version of Perry Mason. "TV 
a lot of times turns things into 
a carnival,” says John R. 
Gibson, a Kansas City at* 
tomey and president of the 
Missouri Bar. “A trial should 
be a search for truth. You 
don’t want to turn it into show 
biz.” 


With the televised trial in 
Florida of Ronny Zamora, a 
15-year-old convicted in Oc­ 
tober of murdering an 83-year- 
old 
woman, 
the 
issue 
of 
opening 
courtrooms 
to 
cameras and microphones is 
being examined closely by 
both journalists and jurists. 
The 
M issouri 
Radio- 
Television News Association 
announced Oct. 10 the for­ 
mation of a committee aimed 
at obtaining state Supreme 
Court approval for electronic 
coverage of the courts. Bob 
Priddy, committee chairman, 
says 
there 
is 
no 
reason 
members of the broadcast 
media should be hindered in 


their coverage of trials while 
newspapermen and sketching 
artists are allowed to ply their 
trades. ‘‘The electronic media 
belong anywhere the print 
media are allowed,” Priddy 
maintains. 
J. P. Morgan, chief justice 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Supreme 
Court, says allowing elec­ 
tronic coverage of the courts 
‘‘is worthy of a great ex­ 
periment.” He qualifies his 
remarks saying, ‘‘We may 
blow it if judges start making 
wisecracks 
and 
witnesses 
start getting cute.” 
But Priddy says concern 
over side show atmosphere is 
needless since a trial judge 
has methods, such as citing 
contempt of court, to keep 
participants in line. Grand- 
standing defense lawyers and 
prosecutors 
would 
be for­ 
saking their legal duties to 
become television and radio 
stars, he says. “If lawyers are 
going to let the presence of a 
mike or a camera influence 
their behavior, they’re not 
doing their job,” Priddy says. 
If lawyers decide to ham it 
up, it’s not my fault, it’s theirs 
— 
it’s their responsibility 
they’re shirking.” 
Priddy 
may 
consider 
publicity-seeking attorneys a 
minimal 
hazard, 
but 
the 
president of the Missouri Bar 
said 
there 
are 
additional 
considerations. Uke reluctant 
witnesses, distracting camera 
crews and biased juries. 
"It’s hard to get a lot of 


witnesses to go to court,” 


Gibson 
says. 
“Electronic 
coverage might make them 
more reluctant and 
more 
fearful.” 
Both Gibson and Morgan 
say the media would have to 
solve problems of distraction 
and disruption that could be 
caused by cameramen. 
However, 
Priddy 
says 
advanced 
technology 
has 
overcome 
the 
problem 
of 
distractions. 
“The industry 
has matured. The electronic 
equipment 
is 
very 
small, 
silent in operation and there 
would be no distraction as far 
as 
any 
noise.” 
Television 
cameras could be stationary 
and 
use 
available 
light, 
avoiding the hot, bright lights 
usually 
accompanying 
the 
cameras, he explains. 
Another difficulty might be 
increased 
sequestering 
of 
juries to avoid exposure to 
televised accounts of trials. 
Gibson says film edited for 
television could distort the 
day’s proceedings by selec­ 
t iv e l y 
b r o a d c a s t in g 
testimony. “There might be 
more motions for mistrial 
based on improper publicity,” 
Gibson said. 


Although the American Bar 
Association (ABA) has op­ 
posed electronic courtroom 
coverage for 40 years, five 
states 
allow 
cameras 
to 
record 
the 
proceedings. 
Alabama. Colorado, Georgia, 
Washington and Florida have 


differing 
provisions 
for 
coverage. In Washington, for 
example, unless the judge 
specifies, there can be only 
one camera in a courtroom 
and stations must pool their 
resources. The camera must 
be placed in the rear of the 
courtroom and no equipment 
may be moved except during 
recess and must be in place no 
later than 15 minutes before 
each session. Additional lights 
can be used only with the 
judge’s permission. 


Georgia, 
Alabama 
and 
Colorado require consent of 
the accused for television and 
radio 
coverage, 
and 
in 
Colorado, if n witness objects, 
the 
judge 
can 
order 
the 
equipment turned off 


Ross Hagen, a spokesman 
for the ABA, says a committee 
is working to update the 
association’s ban on broad­ 
casting and a proposal will be 
brought before the ABA House 
of Delegates when it meets in 


February. 
“There 
was 
a 
public hearing in August in 
Chicago, 
and 
there 
was 
overwhelming 
support 
of 
change,” Hagen says. “It’s 
almost inconceivable the ABA 
won’t change it’s code.” 


Bob Priddy hopes Missouri 
sees the need for change. “We 
want to be given the op­ 
portunity to prove w hat can be 
done.”

homes healed by gas 
Dietrich said the therm al 
standards would also cut the 
cost of sum m er cooling, fur­ 
ther reducing the 
time 
it 
would take homeowners to 
recoup the additional con­ 
struction costs 
Dietrich pointed out that the 
example he used was based on 
a home with 1,400 square feet 
of living space He said all the 
cost and saving figures will 
vary, depending on the size of 
a structure 
Dietrich also pointed out 
that the cost of construction 
will not increase if a builder or 
homeowner has already plan­ 
ned to install storm windows 
and doors and install adequate 
insulation 
Mulvaney did w arn though 
that any cost for meeting the 
standards which vary a great

F O U N T A IN V A L L E Y , 
Calif. — (NEA) — Some peo­ 
ple think Barry Reid is the 
m ost dangerous m an in 
America. Local police watch 
him assiduously. The U.S. 
Department of Justice holds 
him in suspicious contempt. A 
bridled member of Congress 
says Reid is a ‘‘one man crime 
wave,” who “should be shot, 
|unaided, into space." 
N either a k iller nor a 
Iterrorist is he, however. 
Barry Reid is a businessman. 
He operates a mail order firm 
here which offers instructions 
booklets on do-it-yourself 
larcenies. Con games, mail 
frauds, “How to Beat the Bill 
Collector” — Reid sells them 
| all. For $6 he also provides a 
phony identification card to 
customers. 
Business is apparently good. 
Reportedly, Reid’s firm sells 
$1,000 worth of I.D.’s on a 
good day. and about $250,000 in 
various merchandise a year. 
In the process, authorities 
say, “he turns out criminals 
like cut cookies"; for exam- 
C 
le, federal investigators 
elieve the nation loses $20 
billion a year to people with 
fake I.D.’s. 
W hatever 
the c o n se ­ 
quences of Reid’s industry, he 
is not in it alone There are 
dozens of similar operations 
throughout the country, most 
of them concerned with identi­ 
ty changing Reid says com­ 
panies now exist that “sell 
everything from notary seals 
to tax exempt divinity creden- 
tia ls ” 
S o cia l 
S e c u rity 
numbers can be gotten for 
three for $5 
Also, one can now get fake 
p assp orts, 
fake d rivers' 
licenses, even fake welfare 
id e n t if i c a t i o n s 
fr o m 
legitimate business firms. To 
be sure, the firms peddle high 
quality fabrications; border 
authorities in Texas say a 
phony I D there is sold on a

$10,000, but in mass use the 
price would drop sharply. 
There are, of course, not a 
few impediments to this kind 
of hydrogen economy.

He 
used this information to write 
his book and set up his mail 
order operation. 
The operation is called 
Eden Press. It is housed in an 
unm arked o ffic e in this 
crowded Los Angeles suburb. 
Reid advertises his wares in 
alternative newspapers and 
m a s c u lin e 
m a g a z in e s . 
A nybody can o rd er, no 
questions asked Recently, to 
prove the point, two U.S. con­ 
gressmen purchased six false 
identity cards from Eden 
Press. 
Reid says that identity 
changing is perhaps the 
e a s ie s t of the id ea s he 
peddles. If people do not want 
to buy his cards, they can 
change the Identities in any of 
dozens of ways One way to 
start. Reid says, is to take out 
a savings account in care of a 
nonexistent 
"nephew” ; 
the 
passbook can then be used as a 
start to a new life. 
Or. Reid suggests, name 
changers might want to go to 
the Hilton Hotel Corp. The 
hotel chain offers "Student- 
Faculty I D. Cards” for use in 
requesting reduced room 
rates. Since the 
corporation 
has no way of verifying the 
legitimacy of the applicants. 
Reid says anyone can register 
in any name he chooses 
Of course, the sophisticated 
cheater will want more per­ 
manent identification. Hence 


Reid tells how to “steal” the 
identity of a dead person 
“ Anybody can write in for 
somebody else’s birth cer­ 
t i f i c a t e , ” 
R eid 
sa y s 
Thousands of people have ap­ 
parently done it and are now 
living (or stealing) with the 
aid of gravestone names 
Reid says the beauty of this 
moral fraud is that it is usual­ 
ly not a legal fraud "There 
are no comprehensive laws 
against establishing false I.D 
in most states.” In some 
states, actually, “it's legal to 
impersonate another person." 
In C alifornia, a driver's 
license applicant can change 
his identity merely by signing 
his new signature. 
Reid says that only two 
states — Nevada and North 
Carolina — have statutes that 
deal with identity change 
abuse. Elsewhere, he says, 
people can disappear at will to 
“become whomever they may 
want." Sometimes the alter­ 
nate identities are legitimate; 
but often the process is used 
by thugs, thieves and others 
on the lam. 
For his part. Reid says he 
doesn't care what kind of peo­ 
ple use his services He says 
government has ”32 billion 
separate files on Americans, 
and I can't blame anyone for 
wanting to escape them " As 
for the criminal element, he 
says he “does not want” to aid 
thugs but “they could get this 
information whether or not I 
published it."

Fire marshal’s office to keep 


close watch on vital evidence

fire investigations to avoid

Cronan 
accused his office of losing 
e v id en ce

to 
the 
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prosecution of a New Franklin 
woman charged with arson in 
a 1974 mobile home fire that 
killed her 2-year-old twins. In 
September, Cronan dismissed 
the charges of arson against 
Sandra Strope, along with two 
counts of first-degree murder, 
because he said pieces of 
evidence, including two cans 
of charcoal lighter fluid, were 
misplaced by the fire mar­ 
shal’s office. 
Following 
publicized 
ac­ 
counts of Cronan’s charges, 
Gov. Joe Teasdale ordered an 
investigation by the Depart­ 
ment of Public Safety. The 
report was delivered to the 
governor Sept 23 
According 
to 
the 
in­ 
vestigation, 
some 
evidence 
from the fire marshal’s office 
was removed and discarded 
“a 
few 
days 
after" 
two 
evidence lockers were moved 
from one office to another. 
The evidence apparently was 
not adequately labeled and 
could not be positively con­ 
nected to the Strope case, the 
report said The investigation 
report did not indicate what 
happened 
to 
the 
Strope 
evidence 
or 
the 
person 
responsible for the loss 
Helbig said he wants to be 
sure a similar situation does 
not happen again 
“We've 
already instituted a new chain 
of custody for evidence. We’re 
also trying to find an area 
where we can securely keep

DOD scandal report is a dud

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Like most of its counterparts 
in recent years, the Defense Department Entertainment 
Scandal of 1975-76 included all the requisite elements of 
what has become the traditional script for such affairs. 
It began with a spate of news stories disclosing official 
wrongdoing. Next came the politicians’ sanctimonious 
calls for reform. Finally, there was the thorough house- 
cleaning promised by the ostensibly embarrassed Penta­ 
gon officials. 
The newspaper headlines told of aerospace firms and 
other defense contractors spending uncounted thousands 
of dollars to provide lavish forms of entertainment for both 
military and civilian employees of the Defense Depart­ 
ment. 
There were detailed accounts of government procure­ 
ment officers being flown by corporate jet to ski resorts, 
hunting lodges, golf tournaments, deep-sea fishing expedi­ 
tions and free mid-winter vacations in the Caribbean. 
William P. Clements Jr., then deputy secretary of 
Defense, promised a congressional committee ”to focus 
the highest possible attention on this subject.* The Defense 
Contract Audit Agency (DCAA) was dispatched to conduct 
special audits of the financial records of the Washington 
offices of the ten major defense contractors. 
The Pentagon never voluntarily shared the results of 
those audits with the public. But in response to a request 
filed under the terms of the Freedom of Information Act it 
has release a small portion of the material compiled by 
DCAA, the supposed 'watchdog* of defense contractor 
spending. 
But the ten reports have been so heavily censored that 
they mock the concept of public disclosure. In two cases, 
involving the Boeing Co. and the Sperry Rand Corp. The 
material made public Includes no reference whatever to 
entertainment expenses which might have been improp­ 
erly charged to the taxpayers - the purported focus of the 
special audits. 
In three other cases - involving the Rockwell Interna­ 
tional Corp., the Collins Radio Group (a Rockwell 
subsidiary) and the Raytheon Co. - there is only a hint that 
something might be awry. It is in the form of a notation 
that the companies "reserved formal comment" until they 
could study DCAA’s findings. 
The report on the Lockheed Aircraft Corp. notes that the 
>rp. nc 
firm belatedly adopted an unwritten policy prohibiting 
reimbursement to its Washington employ« 
tainment expenses incurred on behalf of the Department of 
reimbursement 
Washington employees "for enter- 


Defense." 
But that policy will only 'continue as long as it does not 
work to the contractor's disadvantage." 
The report on the General Dynamics Corp. has a 
mysterious reference to a "cost questioned” - but all 
explanatory material has been totally obliterated. 
Finally, there are three firms which simply refused to 
provide needed information to DCAA: The Martin Mar­ 
ietta Corp., the Sperry Univac Division of Sperry Rand and 
the Hughes Aircraft Co. 
Sperry Univac 'provided only limited access to em­ 
ployee activity and performance reports,' the firm 'would 
not disclose the names of luncheon guests' it entertained 
and a company official "was always present (during DCAA 
interviews) and imposed restrictions on our discussions,* 
the report lamented. 
Martin Marietta "refused to furnish the names of 
government personnel contacted' and denied DCAA 
"access to documentation 
supporting entertainment 
expenses* on the grounds that the information was none of 
the Pentagon's business. 
Hughes also 'stated that it would not answer questions 
relating to' expenses for which government reimburse­ 
ment was not sought. It too 'imposed rigid conditions" on 
all interviews. 
The score: The corporations won’t tell DCAA much of 
what it wants to know, DCAA won’t tell the public what 
little it has learned and the Pentagon offers bland 
assurances that the problem has been resolved. 
That's not a very satisfactory resolution, but it realty 
doesn’t m atter because interest in the issue has waned 
The public, the press and the politicians have found new, 
presumably more compelling targets for their outrage and 
indignation.

winter and experts say the oil 
glut will last for the remainder 
of the year and possibly into 
1978 
“ There certainly has been a 
surplus in the range of 4 
million to 5 million barrels a 
day,” says Rawleigh Warner 
Jr., chairman of the Mobil Oil 
Corp 
"The inventories are 
quite high.” 
The American Petroleum 
Institute 
reported 
recently 
that inventories of crude oil, 
gasoline and heating fuels 
were well above the inven 
lories for the sam e time last 
year 
For the week ended Sept 30, 
heating oil stocks rose to 245 8 
million barrels 
Some 231.2 
million barrels were on hand 
in the sam e week last year 
Gasoline inventories for the 
same week 
were at 248 1 
million 
barrels, 
compared 
with last year's supply at this 
time of 225 9 million barrels 
In addition, crude oil im 
ports were up to 7 2 million 
barrels a day, compared with 
5 million in the sam e week of 
last year 
The industry's best predic­ 
tions call for the glut to con 
tinue through the end of the 
year and possibly into the 
beginning of next year. The 
only faufcir that might change 
that would be a severe winter 
and the resulting boost in de 
mand for heating fuel

forecasters believe this winter 
will be milder than last 
Despite the glut and the fact

Wallace Proctor shared a final 
dinner and reflected on the 
brilliant sunset. Dr Proctor 
then went upstairs and quietly 
died — all according to plan. 
Sibbett says 
Slbbett, 
6 5. 
publ i cl y 
acknowledged on Sunday that 
he allowed his friend of 39 
years to use his home as the 
stage for the suicide by a drug 
overdose two months ago 
"Our leave-taking was quite 
matter-of-fact," said Sibbett 
“They were just quiet days of 
rem iniscence “ 
The 
two 
friends 
spent 
five days 
together, going for walks, din­ 
ing out and preparing for Pro­ 
ctor's death 
"We had said good-bye ade­ 
quately 
Nothing could 
be 
added." 
said Sibbett. 
an 
engineer befriended by Proc­ 
tor when the two met while 
working in the oil fields of 
Saudi Arabia in 1938 
Proctor, 75, a dermatologist 
from Pocatello, Idaho, was 
wracked 
by 
advanci ng 
Parkinson's disease He w rote 
relatives in July that medicine 
he took to control the trembl­ 
ing of his hands required ever 
increasing doses 
"Some of you may look upon 
suicide with uneasiness or 
disfavor, but it may also 
represent 
a 
logical, 
con­ 


siderate and effective means 
to satisfy one's responsibility 
to the world." Proctor wrote 
family members on July 30 
According to Sibbett, Proc­ 
tor chose to die here because 
he knew suicide was not a 
crime in Pennsylvania and he 
was concerned about taking 
his life in Pocatello, where his 
wife, Marie, works as a nurse 
A week after the Aug 16 
suicide, 
Sibbett 
informed 
Delaware County District At 
tomey Frank Hazel by letter 
of the circumstances surroun­ 
ding Proctor's death 
Sibbett told the prosecutor 
that Proctor “wanted those 
Iasi days to be peaceful and 
free from melodraip.i 
And 
they were in a measure that is 
difficult to Imagine." 
Hazel says he will not bring 
charges against Sibbett and 
that, as far as the county Is 
concerned, the case it closed 
"What, .n effect Mf Slbbett 
said he did here was to allow 
Dr Proctor to In- at his home, 
to offer him support and plea 
sant surroundings where he 
could be comfortable."
